SENATE  SUBCOMMITTEE  CONTINUES 

COTTON  INQUIRIES  FOURTH  WEEK, 

The  Senate  Subcommittee,  which  has  been  endeavoring  to  discover  if 
there  was  any  manipulation  in  the  cotton  market  last  fall  to  cause  the  slump 
in  prices,  is  now  in  its  fourth  week  of  investigation-    W.  L,  Clayton,  cotton 
merchant  of  Houston,  Texas,  resumed  the  stand  last  week  to  answer  charges 
brought  by  Arthur  R,  Marsh,  former  President  of  the  New  York  Cotton  Exchange, 
During  the  week  Mr,  Clayton  has  proceeded  to  read  a  prepared  statement 
designed  to  specifically  deny  these  charges,  but  has  been  interrupted  from 
time  to  time  by  questions  from  members  of  the  committee,  so  that  the  state- 
ment is  not  yet  completed.     Chairman  E.  D.  Smith  announced  Tuesday  that  .  '.  . 
this  phase  of  the  investigation  would  have  to  be  completed  by  Eriday  of  this 
week. 

SENATE  PASSES  APPROPRIATION  BILL 
WITH  INCREASE  OVER  HOUSE. 

The  Agricultural  Appropriation  Bill  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1929,  passed  the  Senate  on  March  29.     It  will  now  be  considered 
by  a  conference  committee  of  the  two  houses. 

The  bill,  as  it  passed  the  Senate,  carried  a  total  for  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics  of  $5,618,280,  an  increase  of  $519,529  over  the 
current  year. 

The  amounts  added  by  the  Senate  to  the  bill  as  passed  by  the  House 
were  $50,000,  $10,000  of  which  is  to  be  immediately  available,  for  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  beef  grading  and  marking  work,  $10,000  for  additional  study 
of  the  utilization  of  cotton,  and  $10,000  for  additional  work  on  foreign 
competition  and  demand  in  the  Orient. 

In  addition  to  the  appropriations  shown  above,  an  allotment  of 
$15,000  will  be  available  for  farm  management  studies  in  connection  with 
the  corn  borer  situation. 

An  amount  of  $15,000  was  added  by  the  Senate  to  the  Department  ap- 
propriation for  printing,  to  be  available  for  the  publication  of  a  handbook 
on  fruit    and  vegetable  .diseases .

"7.  F*  Cox,  who  has  been  temporarily  ac t ing 'in  ■  charge  of  the  Los 
Angeles  market  news  office  of  the  Emit  and  Vegetable  Division,  went  into 
the  flood  area  of  the  Santa  Paula  Valley  last  week  to  verify  reports  of  damag 
and  gather  additional  information  of  interest  to  the  division.    Before  leavin 
Mr,  Cox  submitted  the  following  press  notice  to  the  Washington  office  as  the 
first  report  of  the  St,  Erancis  dam  break  to  have  a  tinge  of  an  official 
note  to  it: 

"In  a  statement  released  late  today  by  A.  H.  Call,  Ventura  . 
County  Horticultural  Commissioner,  the  loss  to  farm  land  here  was 
raised  to  10,659  acres  on  a  total  -of  190  properties.     The  figures 
were  compiled  after  a  complete  survey  of  the  region  was  made  by 
Call's  deputies.

ALABAMA  TO  HAVE  ^LEriAL- 

STATS  HAY  INSPECTION. 

On  or  about  May  1,  1928,  Federal-State  hay  inspection  will  be 
inaugurated  at  Birmingham,  Alabama,  under  a  cooperative  arrangement 
between  the  Bureau  and  the  Alabama  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
Industries.     Birmingham  is  the  largest  hay  market  in  Alabama  and  handles 
large  quantities  of  alfalfa  hay  from  the  States  of  Kansas,  Nebraska, 
Oklahoma,  Texas,  and  New  Mexico;  also  timothy  and  clover  hay  from  Illinois, 
Indiana,  and  Ohio,  and  Johnson  hay  produced  in  Alabama.     W,  H.  Binkley 
will  resign  May  1  from  his  position  in  the  Bureau  as  assistant  hay  in- 
spection supervisor  at  Kansas  City  to  take  charge  of  the  State  hay  and 
grain  inspection  service  in  Birmingham  under  the  Alabama  State  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  Industries.    Federal  supervision  for  the  hay  inspection 
service  in  Alabama  will  be  conducted  through  the  Off ice  of  A.  D.  Harlan, 
Federal  hay  supervisor  at  Atlanta,   Georgia.     The  Alabama  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  Industries  contemplates  the  inauguration  of  additional 
hay  inspection  service  at  Mobile  and  Montgomery  as  soon  as  definite  arrange- 
ments can  be  completed.    During  the  forepart  of  March,  E.  C.  Parker,  of  the 
Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,   spent  a  week  in  Alabama  with  Commissioner 
J.  M,  Moore,  of  the  Alabama  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Industries, 
and  Mr.  Harlan  in  demonstrating  the  U.   S.  hay  standards  to  the  Alabama 
dealers  and  in  rendering  assistance  incidental  to  the  organization  of  the 
service. 
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BUREAU  MAKING  STUDIES 

OF  THE  HONEY  INDUSTRY.  •  •  " 

The  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  is  cooperating  with  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology  in  studies  of  .the  economic  phases  of  the  honey  industry,  For 
some  time  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  has  been  working  on  a  study 
of  honey  marketing  problems,  and  this  work  is  to  be  continued  during  the 
summer. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a.  study  of  apiary  management  in  the 
intermountain  region  by  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  in  coop- 
eration with  the  Bee  Culture  Section  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology.  Success- 
ful systems  of  apiary  management  will  be  studied  to  determine  the  factors 
essential  to  success  in  this  field  of  work,    R,  S.  Kifer,  of  the  Division 
of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  will  join  E.  L«  Sechrist,  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology,  in  Colorado  in  May  to  aid  in  collecting  information  from  bee- 
keepers as  a  basis  for  this  study.. 

TRADE  PRACTICES  STUDIED 

UNDER  PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT,  ' 

The  number  of  inquiries  and  complaints  under  the  Produce  Agency 
Act  concerning  shipments  of  perishable  farm  products'  has  increased 
during  the  past  few  weeks.     This  is  probably  due  to  the  publicity 
that  has  been  given  to  this  new  lav:  through  the  press  and  the  weekly 
announcements  in  the  daily  market  reports  at  the  field  offices  of  the 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division.     Some  of  the  complaints  pertain  to 
failure  of  the  purchaser  to  accept  and  pay  for  produce  contracted  for* 
It  appears  that  shipments  definitely  sold  are  often  rejected  for  one 
excuse  or  another,  resulting  in  their  being  handled  as  a  consignment 
for  the  shipper.     There  is  no  prevision  in  this  law  relating  to  re- 
jections, but  when  the  purchaser  refuses  to  accept  a  car,   (either  be- 
cause the  produce  has  not  met  specifications  or  perhaps  for  no  better 
reason  than  that  prices  have  fallen),  and  the  shipper  is  induced  to 
release  the  car  to  be  sold  by  the  dealer  on  commission,   the  transaction 
then  falls  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act.     In  the  interest  of  effective 
administration,   the  Bureau  is  gathering  information  on  practices  of  this 
kind  and  on  trade  practices  generally  in  various  markets  and  nroducing 
sections. 

MARKET  NEWS  SERVICE  SAVES 

SHIPPERS  OF  HOGS  LARGE  SUM. 

A  letter  dated  March  16,  addressed  by  the  Nebraska  Hog  Shipping 
Association  to  the  San  Francisco  office  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool 
Division,  reads: 

"Our  shipping  association  instructs  me  to  thank  you  for 
the  market  news  service  you  have  mailed  us  for  several  weeks. 
We  have  shipped  over  forty  cars  of  hogs  since  at  a  saving  of

COMBINE  OPERATION  IN  THE  GREAT  PLAINS  is  the  subject  of  Technical 
•Bulletin  70  which  has  come  from  the  press  just  in  time  to  be  of  help 
during  the  spring  when  grain  growers  in  that  region  are  considering  the 
purchase  of  combines  or  the  operation  of  machines  already  owned.     So  great 
is.  the  interest  in  this  subject  and  so  pressing  is  the  demand  for  reliable 
and  disinterested  information  that  five  States  and  three  Bureaus  of  this 
Department  joined  in  the  study  which  resulted  in  this  bulletin.

NEWS  SERVICE  IS  CONSIDERED. 

The  Cotton  Division  is  holding  a  conference  this  week  to  consider 
the  possible  development  of  the  market  news  service  on  cotton*     A-  W. 
Palmer,   in  charge  of  the  division,  has  appointed  a  committee  of  five  to 
weigh    this  question.    The  following  field  representatives  are  members: 
George  A.  Dunagin,  Atlanta,   Ga. ,  Ben  I.  Busby,  Memphis,  Tenn. ,  and  J.  G. 
Martin,  Charlotte,  II.  C*     They  are  in  Washington  at  this  time  working 
with  A.  M.  Age las to,  who  has  been  named  chairman,  and  George  L.  Crawford, 
of  the  Texas  Agricultural  Experiment  Station, who ,  with  the  consent  of 
that  Station,   is  collaborating  with  the  committee. 

RESULTS  OE  RECENT  STATISTICAL 

CIuxSS  DISCUSSED  IN  CONFERENCE 

Members  of  the  Divisions  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates*  Farm 
Management  and  Costs,  and  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  Mr.  Tenny, 
Mr.  Olsen  and  Mr.  Kitchen,  of  the  Administrative  Office,  and  others  of 
the  Bureau  interested  in  statistical  work,  met  in  conference  early  last 
week  to  hear  Charles  F.  Sarle  give  some  of  the  results  of  the  work  of  the 
statistical  class  which  was  held  during  February  and  the  early  part  of  March 
for  the  benefit  of  16  field  statisticians  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and 
Livestock  Estimates. 

Mr.  Sarle  pointed  out  at  the  conference  that  the  analytical  work  that 
"was  carried  on,  not  only  by  the  present  year's  class  but  also  the  class  that 
met  a  year  ago,  and  other  work  that  has  been  done  in  the  division  give  a 
pretty  definite  idea  of  where  our  present  methods  and  technique  are  most 
satisfactory  and  where  the  greatest  weaknesses  lie..     He  said  in  effect, 
the  analytical  work  falls  in  two  fields,   that  of  sampling  analysis  and  the 
study  of  causal  factors  which  tend  to  determine  variations  in  acreage,  yield 
per  acre,  and  numbers  of  livestock  and  livestock  production  from  year  to 
year.     A  sample  census  enumeration  of  identical  agricultural  areas  would 
greatly  strengthen  the  acreage  and  livestock  estimates.     Intensive  studies 
of  relationships  should  be  made  in  order  to  determine  -  what    economic  and 
natural  factors  cause  changes  in  acreages  from  year  to  year.  Present 
methods  of  forecasting  crop  yields  on  the  basis  of  condition  should  be 
further  supplemented  by  correlation  studies  between  weather  and  crop  yields. 

Word  has  come  back  from  a  number  of  the  men  that  while  in  Washing- 
ton they  got  so  in  the  habit  of  working  correlations  and  "burning  the 
midnight  oil,"  that  these  habits  have  persisted  since  their  return  to 
their  stations.     They  report  also  that  some  interesting  results  are 
being  obtained  as  a  result  of  the  study  of  weather  and  other  factors  on 
yields . 

Verne  H.  Church,  Agricultural  Statistician  for  Michigan,  remained 
over  until  the  early  part  of  last  week  for  "graduate  work,1'    During  his 
stay  in  Washington  he  was  able  to  make  very  creditable  progress  on  his 
problem  of  forecasting  potato  yields  from  weather  data.     He  was  grati- 
fied with  the  results  of  his  work  and  remarked  that  his  only  regret  is 
that  he  did  not  learn  the  technique  of  curvilinear  correlation  ten  years  ago*

RICE  GROWERS  ASSOCIATION. 

The  American  Rice  Growers  Association  has  requested  the  Division 
of  Cooperative  Marketing  to  make  a  business  analysis  of  that  organiza- 
tion with  a  view  to  lending  assistance  .in  its  reorganization  as  well  as 
with  operating  and  merchandising  problems.

His  part  of  the  work  will  be  to  investigate  and  recommend 
definite  methods  for  testing  and  grading  the  rice  sold  by  these  two 
concerns .

APPLY  TO  RADIO  MESSAGES  ONLY. 

Instructions  for  handling  dispatches  through  the  Eederal  Communi- 
cation Service,  contained  in  Bulletin  No.   14,   Supplement  No.  21,  dated 
February  1,   1928,   of  the  Chief  Coordinator,  entitled,   "Designation  of 
Precedence  of  Dispatches,"  have  been  misunderstood,  according  to  a  recent 
memorandum  from  W.  \'u  Stockberger,  Director  of  Personnel  and  Business  Ad- 
ministration of  the  Department.     The  bulletin  indicated  that  the  stamping 
on  messages  of  the  three  designations,   "Priority,"  "Routine,"  and  "Nite", 
as  dictated  by  the  need  for  haste  would  assist  materially  in  their  handling.

GROwTH  IL  APPEAL  TTQRK  UNDER 

FEDERAL  GRAIL  SUPERVISION. 

A  new  mark  v/as  set  for  a  six  months  period  in  the  number  of  appeals 
handled  under  the  grain  standards  Act  from  July  to  December,   1927,  inclus- 
ive.    The  grading  of  52,074  lots  of  grain  by  inspectors  licensed  by  the 
Department  was  appealed  and  Federal  certificates  issued  thereon.  The 
appeals  by  kinds  of  grain  are  as  follows:     Corn  14,649;  Wheat  32,445,  Oats 

I,  989,  Rye  1,698,   C-rain  Sorghum  253,  Feed  Oats  19,  Mixed  Feed  Oats  28,  and 
Barley  993.     Most  of  the  inspections  represented  car lot  shipments,  but 
578  covered  steamer  and  barge  inspections,   totaling  41,943,000  bushels. 

Of  the  total  number  of  inspections  appealed,   the  grades  were  changed 
on  44.8  per  cent  of  the  cases,   of  which  38.1  per  cent  were  given  higher 
grades.    No  charge  was  made  for  the  appeals  in  which  the  grades  were 
changed.  For  the  cases  in.  which  the  grades  y/ere  not  changed  on  appeal, 
the  fees  totaled  $63,521.85.    A  total  of  9,877  checks  and  money  orders 
passed  through  the  Washington  office  for  collection.

GRjV/TH  UNDER  IRRIGATION . 

Delay  in  obtaining  a  vise  and  illness  forced  Mr.  Estabrook  to  abandon 
his  plan  to  visit  Afghanistan  in  furtherance  of  the  world's  agricultural 
census,  he  reports.     Later,  after  he  had  proceeded  to  Bombay,   the  necessary 
vise  was  extended,  but  it  was  then  too  late  to  retrace  his  steps. 

Mr.  Estabrock  visited  Lahore  from  Delhi  and  had  a  satisfactory  . 
interview  with  D-  Milne,  Director  of  Agriculture  of  Punjab,  who  expressed 
willingness  to  cooperate  in  the  proposed  census.    Mr.  Milne  was  very 
enthusiastic  about  the  agricultural    development  that  has  taken  place  in 
the  great  irrigation  projects  that  have  been  opened  up  in  the  province 
during  the  last  30  years.    He  stated  that  the  Punjab  has  a  total  area  of 
97  million  square  miles,  of  which  27  million  are  cropped;  that  there  are 
about  18  million  square  miles  that  are  arable  waste  or  fallow,  and  17 
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million  non-arable  waste,  such  as  stony  ground,  river  "beds,  etcv  Under 
canal  irrigation  18  million  acres  are  arable,  of  which  11  million  are 
actually  in  crops;  new  irrigation  works  have  already  been  sanctioned  that 
will  supply  water  to  8§  million  more  acres,  and  projects  have  been  sub- 
mitted and  will  be  shortly  approved  that  will  make  an  additional  8-| 
million  acres  available.     These  great  irrigation  works,  together  with 
better  seed,  better  methods  of  cropping,  and  better  farm  tools,  have 
greatly  increased  the  agricultural  production  of  the  region. 

The  day  temperature  in  Lahore  was  about  96  degrees,  Mr.  Es tab rook 
writes.    He  could  get  no  room  and  was  quartered  in  an  old  tent  without 
conveniences  of  any  kind.     A  fever  forced  him  to  spend  four  days  in  bed, 
but  on  the  date  of  his  writing,  March  8,  he  was  convalescing  from  what 
the  doctor  thought  was  an  attaxk  of  paratyphoid.

M.  A.  Jull, 
in  charge  of  poultry  husbandry,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  read  a  letter 
by  J..R.  Mohler,  Chief  of  Animal  Industry,  presenting  the  Department's 
proposal  on  this  subject.    F.B*  Bomberger  discussed  the  marketing  problems 
of  the  various  cooperative  organizations  associated  under  the  Del-Mar-Va 
Association.  ■  Mr.  Tenny  presented  the  aims  and  ideals  of  the  Bureau  in  the 
development  of  uhe  standardization  program  and  pointed  out  the  importance  at 
the  present  time  of  giving  more  consideration  to  consumer  demand  and  prefer- 
ences.

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GERMAN?  SPINNING  INDUSTRY  WELL 

REPRESENTED  IN  TOURING  PARTY. 

The  German  cotton  spinners,  whose  proposed  visit  was  announced 
in  the  last  issue  of  the  B.A.E.  NEWS,  arrived  in  Washington  April  11 
according  to  schedule,    Fifteen  spinners,  the  wife  of  one,  and  an  inter- 
preter were  in  the  party.'    They  spent  the  greater  part  of  two  days  learning 
something  of  the  cotton  standardization  and  cotton  utilization  work  of  the 
Division  of  Cotton  Marketing.    Mr.  Tenny  welcomed  the' group  and  in  a  "brief 
talk  explained  some  of  the  general  work  of  the  Bureau  •  to  them,.    They  visited 
the  telegraph  office  and  were  shown  how  the  market  news  service  is  flashed 
over  our  leased  wire  lines.     In  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates 
they  were  met  "by  W.  E.  Callander  who  discussed  the  work  there  and  gave  them 
some  literature  concerning  crop  and  livestock  estimating  as  carried  on  by 
the  division.     They  left  Washington  Thursday  night  for  the  South  and  South- 
west to  study  the  conditions  under  which  cotton  is  produced  and  marketed  in 
the  United  'States.  .  , 

These  spinners  constitute  the  first  party  of  their  industry  that 
has  come  to  this  country  since  1913*    They  represent  more  than  50,000 
employees  and  approximately  1,000,000  spindles  are  utilized  in  their  plants.

Dean  Cooper  stated  that 
the  agricultural  problems  in  that  area  required  careful  study  and  he  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  the  Bureau  would  be  able  to  cooperate  with  the  Kentucky 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  in  studies  to  be  undertaken  during  the  coming 
fiscal  year.

^  "You  may  be  interested  to  know  that  we  are  rather  pleased 

with  the  way  the  inspection,  on  the  car  of  "beans  which  we  had  on 

our  track  was  worked  out,  although  this  inspection  went  against 

us. 

"The  car  in  question  was  on  the  border  line,  and  while  we 
did  not  like  the  quality,  we  are  perfectly  willing  to  accept  your 
certificate  and  withdraw  our  complaint  with  the  shipper.  *** 
'.That  appeals  to  us  in  this  procedure  is  the  simplicity  with  which 
the  matter  was  solved,  as  compared  with  the  ordinary  arbitration  ***. 
"We  would  like  to  see  U.  S.  inspection  and  standards  extended 
•  taore  generally  and  believe  it  to  be  to  the  best  interests  of  all 
the  trade,  and  we  want  you  to  know  just  what  our  position  is  in 
;  .       the  matter. « 

SHUT-IN  TELLS  HOW  RADIO 

MABgfT  REPORTS  SERVE  HP.:. 

The  Bureau  is  cooperating  with  the  Sears  Roebuck  Agricultural 
Foundation  and  the  Memphis  Commercial  Appeal  in  radio  programs  being 
broadcast  from  Station  V7MC  at  Memphis,  Tenn.    Recently  Ben  I.  Busby,  of 
the  Memphis  cotton  office,  submitted  to  Washington  a  number  of  letters 
from  residents  of  the  Agricultural  districts  of  Tennessee,  Arkansas, 
Mississippi  and  Kentucky  testifying  to  the  practical  value  to  farmers 
of  the  market  reports  forwarded  from  this  station.     One  farmer  writes: 
"I  consider  your  market  quotations  the  very  best  thing  you  put  out  for 
the  farmer.     They  have  made  money  for  me  on  cotton,  hogs  and  cattle  ***." 
Another  says:     "I  am  sure  this  service  has  saved  at  least  $300  on  the 
price  of  cotton,  hogs,  and  sweet  potatoes.***" 

In  the  batch  of  letters  is  one  from  a  shut-in  who  credits  the 
programs  not  only  with  affording  him  amusement  but  an  opportunity  of 
being  of  service  in  his  community.      He  r/rites: 

"I  have  been  in  a  wheel  chair  for  five  years,  confined  to 
my  room  most  of  the  time,  with  no  hopes  of  ever  being  out  again. 
So  you  can  see,  I  guess,  what  it  all  means  to  me.     I  never  miss  a 
broadcast.    Radio  is  a  Godsend.     There  is  a  little  joy  left  in  life. 
I  can  say  this,  what  I  learn  over  the  radio  must  be  of  some  value 
to  others.     I  have  been  told  by  parties  that  I  give  the  weather 
forecast  so  that  they  were  able  to  save  their  hay  last  summer  with- 
out a  drop  of  rain  on  it.     I  have  been  told  by  others  that  they 
saved  their  meat  by  my  telling  them  what  the  weather  would  be  for 
24  hours  ahead.     I  take  the  cotton  market  three  times  a  day. 
Several  of  the  people  here  come  to  see  me  several  times  a  day  to 
get  the  report.    You  see,  that  helps  me  to  pass  the  time  away  and 
they  tell  me  they  have  profited  by  your  report."

Since 
that  time  77.  L.  Clayton,  Texas  cotton  merchant,  Arthur  7,'.  Marsh,  former 
president,  and  Samuel  T.  Hubbard,  present  president  of  the  New  York  Cotton 
Exchange,  have  been  heard. 

MR«  MELOY  TO  HAKE  STUDY 

FOR  PmUVIAN  GOVERNMENT. 

The  Peruvian  Government  has  asked  this  Department  for  the  services 
of  Guy  S.  Meloy,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  for  a  temporary  period  to 
assist  in  straightening  out  a  difficulty  that  has  arisen  in  the  sale  of 
cotton.    Peru  produces  annually  between  200,000  and  250,000  bales  of  cotton. 
Their  entire  cotton  region  is  under  irrigation.     Of  the  several  varieties 
grown,  England  is  practically  the  sole  purchaser.     The  English  firms  who 
have  been  contracting  for  this  cotton  have  been  complaining  for  some  time 
that  it  arrives  in  a  damaged  condition,  and  it  is  their  assumption  that  the 
trouble  lies  in  the  method  of  ginning. 

The  request  for  the  services  of  an  expert  to  study  ginning  processes 
in  Peru  was  made  by  that  Government  to  the  Department  of  Commerce,  which  in  turn 
relayed  it  to  this  Department  with  the  suggestion  that  Mr.  Meloy  be  detailed 
for  the  work.    The  Department  of  Commerce  is  quite  familiar  with  Mr.  Meloy' s 
knowledge  of  the  mechanical  processes  of  ginning,  not  only  through  his  bul- 
letin on  this  subject  (F.  B.  No.  1465),   issued  in  October,  1925,  but  through 
a  special  article  which  he  wrote  some  years  ago  for  that  Department  on  "The 
American  Cotton  Gin."  This  article  was  given  very  wide  circulation  through 
agricultural  journals  in  India,  Australia,  South  Africa,  and  South  America. 
If  it  should  be  found  that  the  damage  to  Peruvian  cotton  occurs  in  growing 
instead  of  in  ginning,  Mr.  Meloy  will  also  be  qualified  to  handle  the  question 
from  that  angle,  because  of  his  long  association  with  the  cotton  breeding 
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work  in  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry. 

Mr.  Melpy  has  engaged  passage  on  the  S.S«  Santa  Elisa,  sailing 
from  New  York  April  26.    He  expects  to  visit  the  entire  cotton  growing 
regions  of  Peru  and  will  "be  engaged  in  this  work  until  the  last  of 
July.     If  time  permits,  at  the  request  of  the  Bureaus  of  plant  Industry 
and  Entomology  he  will  study  conditions  relating  to  their  particular 
fields  of  work. 

DEALERS  LIKE  SUPERVISION  BEING 

GIVEN  SEED  VERIFICATION  SERVICE. 

To  supplement  the  information  obtained  from  hundreds  of  reports  from 
retail  dealers  and  that  obtained  hy  the  seed  inspectors  in  their  travels  in 
seed  consuming  and  producing  districts,  w.A.  Wheeler,  Hay,  Peed  and  Seed 
Division,  recently  visited  a  number  of  the  important  seedsmen  who  are  en- 
rolled in  the  Seed  Verification  Service  for  the  purpose  of  learning  at-  first- 
hand their  experience  in  connection  with  the  service. 

He  found  that  no  serious  complaints  were  made  against  the  service  but 
that  there  has  been  more  or  less  general  dissatisfaction  among  the  verified- 
origin  dealers  because  of  their  inability  to  obtain  a  satisfactory  premium, 
if  any,  for  verif ied-origin  seed.    They  seemed  to  think  that  more  publicity 
should  be  given  to  this  subject  in  order  to  stimulate  a  demand  for  this  seed 
at  a  price  commensurate  with  the  expense  of  having  it  verified. 

They  -ere  surprised,  as  well  as  pleased,  to  learn  of  the  careful 
supervision  that  is  being  given  the  service.    They  did  not  realize  the  ex- 
tent to  which  shipments  made  by  county  shippers  to  verif ied-origin  dealers  end 
shipments  made  by  the  latter  to  retail  dealers  and  farmers  were  being  checked. 
Already  they  have  been  notified  that  declarations  of  origin  furnished  by  one 
important  shipper  will  not  be  accepted  as  proper  assurance  of  origin.  Other 
shippers  have  been  warned  not  to  furnish  declarations  of  origin  to  verified- 
origin  dealers  because  of  having  purchased  seed  from  various  States  without 
properly  identifying  such  seed  in  their  records. 

Most  of  the  dealers  visited  see  a  great  need  for  verifying  the  origin 
of  alfalfa,  and  possibly  also  of  seed  corn,  but  a  majority  of  them  do  not 
favor  the  verification  of  red  clover.    They  point  out  that  in  most  districts 
it  makes  little  or  no  difference  where  red  clover  seed  was  grown  in  the 
States  and  yet  the  time,  trouble  and  expense  of  verifying  and  keeping  accur- 
ate records  of  the  numerous  small  lots  from  various  States  are  considerable. 

It  is  not  likely  that  verif ied-origin  dealers  -ill  be  required  to  verify 
red  clover  next  season.    This  is  one  of  several  important  matters  that  will 
be  discussed  at  the  conference  of  verif ied-origin  dealers  and  others  inter- 
ested in  seed  verification  on  June  25,  in  Chicago. 

CANNES S  AuAIS  TO  BENEFITS 

OF  CANNED  FOODS  GRJDSS- 

At  the  Tri-State  Packers  Associations  spring  meeting  in  Baltimore  * 
April  12,  a  resolution  was  presented  by  the  executive  board  and  adopted  by 
attending  members  to  provide  that  all  members  avail  themselves  of  an  in- 
spection service  to  be  inaugurated* f or  canned  corn  (cream  style)  and  peas, 
Inspections  are  to  be  made  according  to  tentative  grades  worked  out  for 
these  commodities  under  the  authority  of  the  Federal  Warehouse  Act. 
Mr.  Tenny  and  H.S.  Yohe,  who  were  present  at  this  meeting,  agreed  to  the 
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proposal  that  the  Bureau  cooperate  in  the  application  of  the  grades  and  in 
this  service.       It  is  planned  to  extend  the  service  to  pea  and  corn  pack- 
ers in  Maryland,  Delaware  and  New  Jersey. 

m.  E.  "withgott,  President  of  the  Association,  has  written  to 
Mr.  Tenny  since  the  meeting  thanking  him  for  his  address  which  he  (Mr . withgott ) 
calls  "interesting  and  constructive."    He  commends  also  Mr.  Yohe*s  address 
and  expresses  the  appreciation  of  the  Association  for  the  "splendid  work"  which 
Mr.  Yohe  and  Paul  M.  Williams  are  doing. 

Mr.  Yohe,  Mr.  Williams,  and  Cecil  B.  Burns  of  the  Indianapolis  office 
of  the  Warehouse  Division,  attended  the  convention  of  the  Western  Canners1 
Association  in  Chicago  April  16  and  I7.    Here  a  resolution  was  passed  by 
unanimous  vote  adopting  the  tentative  standards  for  canned  corn  (cream 
style)  aid  canned  peas.     It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion  at  the  meeting 
that  each  canner  snould  make  consistent  use  of  these  standards  during 
the  corning  season. 

TRUCK  FARHP'3-  ^THOSS  IN  EVERGLADES 
UHIQYE,   IF  H^E^RDOUS. 

Living  conditions  in  the  Everglades  territory  in  southern  Florida 
appear  to  "be  a  combination  of  the  present  day  and  the  early  frontier  life 
of  the  'Vest  with  its  hardsdps,  B.  C.  Boree  reported  upon  his  return  to 
Washington  last  week  from  a  trip  to  Georgia,  Florida,  and  South  Carolina 
in  the  interest  of  the  market  news  service  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Division.     It  is  the  usual  practice  there  for  the  male  residents  to  go 
armed,  and  half-revealed  "guns"  from  hip  pockets  convey  the  impression 
that  the  wearers  are  prepared  for  emergencies. 

Mr.  Boree  found  that  the  Everglades  region  has  a  very  fertile  mack 
soil,  "but  is  confronted  with  serious  drainage  and  irrigation  problems  as 
well  as  variable  and  frequently  adverse  weather  conditions.     In  contrast 
to  most  trucking  a.reas,  very  little  cultivation  of  the  soil  is  practiced 
there.     In  fact,  in  the  bean  fields,  the  principal  crop  produced,  .it  is 
customary  to  make  new  plantings  "between  the  rows  of  the  old  crop  when  it 
is  about  through  hearing,  the  old  vines  "being  hoed  out  and  left  lying  in 
windrows.     This  hoeing  is  all  the  cultivation  the  new  crop  receives. 
Sometimes  tomatoes  are  set  out  "between  the  bean  rows.    The  soil  is  so  fer- 
tile that  some  of  the  growers  have  extravagant  ideas  as  to  profits  to  he 
expected.     Mr.  Boree  se.w  one  field  of  "beans  that  had  been  chopped  out 
(at  a  time  when  they  were  still  hearing  heavily  and  selling  in  ITew  York  City 
at  from  $5.00  to  36.00  per  hamper)  in  favor  of  tomatoes  which  had  been 
planted  between  the  rows,  although  the  grower  had  no  assurance  that  his 
tomato  crop  would  be  profitable .     In  other  words,  the  grower  discarded  a. 
certainty  for  an  uncertainty. 

Mr.  Boree  found  that  the  market  news  work  was  being  handled  in  a 
very  satisfactory  way  at  the  Atlanta,  Sanford,  Hastings,  Jacksonville 
and  Belle  £Lade  market  news  offices  which  he  visited.     While  in  South 
Carolina  he  spent  two  days  with  George  E.  Prince,  Chief  of  the  State 
Division  of  Markets,  going  over  the  asparagus  territory.    The  asparagus 
industry  is  becoming  very  important  in  that  State.    Earnest  effort  is 
made  by  all  asparagus  growers  and  shippers  to  put  up  a,  grade  and  pack  that 
will  successfully  compete  on  the  markets  with  stock  from  other  States,  and 
the  success  of  their  efforts  is  bsihg  evidenced  by  the  premium  at  which' 
South  Carolina,  asparagus  has  been  selling. 
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IMPORTANCE  OF  DETAILED  REPORTS 

0?  FIELD  TRIPS  POINTED  OUT. 

The  following  paragraph  from  a  letter  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed 
Division  to  field  representatives,  calling  attention  to  the  importance  of 
detailed  reports  of  official  travel  and  furnishing  a  supply  of  printed 
forms  for  use  as  the  first  page  of  such  reports,  may  apply  with  equal 
force  to  travel  by  members  of  other  divisions: 

"This  Division,  like  others,  has  a  fairly  heavy  turnover 
in  its  personnel.    Nhen  a  technical  employee  who  has  performed 
considerable  travel  but  has  failed  to  submit  complete  notes ♦ 
leaves  the  service,  much  of  the  information  that  he  obtained  on 
his  trips  is  lost  to  the  division.    He  carries  it  with  him  in 
his  head.    We  have  actually  had  an  instance  of  two  men  employed 
for  approximately  the  same  length  of  time,  one  of  whom  has  made 
comprehensive  notes  of  all  field  trips  and  the  other  one,  only 
fragmentary  notes  of  most  of  the  trips  and  no  notes  whatever  of 
other  trips.     Needless  to  say,  this  division  still  benefits  in- 
directly from  the  service  of  the  former,  and  duplication  of  work 
previously  done  by  him  can  be  'voided  or  minimized.  Accurate, 
comprehensive  trip  reports  are  often  of  considerable  value  for 
future  reference  in  the  investigational,   inspection  and  the 
market  news  work,  in  answering  inquiries,  or  in  planning  future 
trips,  and  afford  the  new  technical  employee,  who  sooner  or  later 
is  expected  to  begin  where  his  oredecescor  left  off,  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  learn  what  actually  has  been  done.11 

■  -R.   WALLACE  AROUSES  INTEREST  OF 
VIRGINIA  EARNERS. 

The  quality  of  the  services  of  James  K.  Nail ace,  Livestock,  Meats 
and  V.'ool  Division,  when  cooperating  recently  with  County  Agent  S-  B.  Surbe 
of  Virginia,  in   a  livestock  improvement  campaign  in  Allegheny  County, 
Virginia,  has  prompted  Mr.  Surber  to  make  the  following  complimentary  stat 
menus  in  reference  thereto  in  a  letter  to  the  3ure.au: 

"I  am  writing  you  (Mr.  V.halin)  to  try  to  express  my  appre- 
ciation of  the  services  of  Mr.  James  K.  Nallace  the  past  week. 
I  do  not  want  you  to  think  I  am  trying  to  fill  you  with  any 
'hot  stuff  but  I  want  to  say  honestly  that  I  have  gotten  more 
accomplished  with  Nalia.ce  than  any  man  I  have  ever  used.

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ARGEHT  IKE  TRIES  WASHINGTON 
AS  LlARiCET  FOR  GRAPES. 

There  is  a  full  car  of  Argentine  grapes  for  sale  in  Washington, 
while  some  Argentine  grapes  have  been  handled  here  before,  this  is  the  first 
full  car  that  has  "been  sent  to  this  city  for  sale.    The  grapes  are  packed 
in  2C-pound  boxes  with  excelsior  and  made  the  journey  to  Hew  York  by  boat 
and  from  Hew  York  to  Washington  by  rail  under  refrigeration,  arriving  in 
perfect  condition.     There  are  600  packages  of  Almerias  and  150  packages  of 
Emperors  in  the  car.    The  Almerias  are  being  offered  at  $5  and  the  Emperors 
at  from  $5.50  to  $6  per  20-pound  box.    These  prices  are  about  double 
those  of  similar  grapes  from  California  the  market  news  service  of  the 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  reports.

That  the  reports  compiled  and  released  relative  to  the  production 
of  alfalfa  meal  by  the  grain,  hay  and  feed  market  news  service  of  the  Hay, 
Feed  and  Seed  Division  are  of  value  to  the  alfalfa  meal  trade  Is  indicated 
in  a  letter  from  a  Western  manufacturer  who  writes  a.s  follows: 

"We  are  very  much  interested  in  your  regular  reports  as  to  the 
production  of  alfalfa  meal  throughout  the  United  States.    These  are 
not  only  interesting  but  of  much  value,  particularly  to  the  producers 
of  alfalfa  meal  and  alfalfa  meal  products. " 

Since  the  first  of  July  the  grain,  hay  and  feed  market  news  service 
through  the  cooperation  of  all  of  the  important  alfalfa  meal  manufacturers 
of  the  United  States  has  been  compiling  monthly  statements  of. the  production 
of  alfalfa  meal.     These  shipments  are  released  about  the  15th  of  the  month 
and  show  not  only  the  monthly  production  but  the  total  production  from 
July  1  to  the  date  of  the  report.

BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

THE  YIELD  EQUATION  AND  ITS  APPLICATION  TO  SUGAR  CAHE  AGRICULTURE,  a 
recent  publication  of  the  Hawaiian  Sugar  Plant  Association,  reports  the 
satisfactory  use  of  the  fundamental  yield  formula  of  W.  J.  Spillman, 
Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  in  studying  the  results  of  fertilizer 
experiments  on  sugar  cane  in  Hawaii. 

COOPERATIVE  MARKETING  OE  LIVESTOCK  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  EY  TERMINAL 
ASSOCIATIONS,  a  study  by  C.  G.  Randell,  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  has 
prompted  the  writing  of  an  unusual  number- of  letters  of  commendation.  Daring 
the  past  three  weeks  Mr.  Randell  has  received  about  150  letters  from  represen- 
tatives of  cooperative  associations  and  farm  organizations  in  this  country  and 
in  Canada,  also  from  individual  livestock  feeders,   ranchmen,  and  editors  of 
farm  papers  commenting  on  this  "bulletin  as  s  worthwhile  publication.  Other 
commendatory  statements  have  "been  made  and  requests  have  "been  received  from  the 
deans  and  marketing  specialists  of  16  of  the  leading  agricultural  colleges  and 
universities  in  this  country,  asking  the  Department  to  furnish  them  with  copies 
of  the  "bulletin  for  the  use  of  students  in  their  marketing  classes. 

STATISTICAL  ANALYSIS  AND  THE  "LAWS"  OE  PRICE,  a  recent  article  in  the 
QUARTERLY  JOURNAL  OE  ECONOMICS  by  M.J.B.  Ezekiel,  Earm  Management  and  Costs, 
which  discusses  the  economic  theory  of  statistical  analysis  of  prices,  brought 
him  three  letters  last  week  from  Paris,  Berlin,  and  London  correspondents, 
each  containing  gratifying  expressions  of  appreciation  of  his  presentation. 

PRODUCTION  AND  CARRY-OVER  OE  ERUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  BASKETS  for  the  year 
1927,  a  report  prepared  by  Miss  Beulah  L.  Chamberlain,  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Division,  receives  favorable  comment  from  the  Acme  Veneer  Package  Co.,  Inc., 
in  a  recent  letter  from  which  the  following  is  quoted:  »***  Our  company  is  of 
the  opinion  that  this  report  is  a  very  valuable  adjunct  to  the  reports  on  pro- 
duction prepared  by  the  American  Veneer  Package  Association.    There  are  only 
six  factories  in  the  New  York  group  reporting  round  bushels  "/hereas  the  Govern- 
ment report  gives  the  figures  for  18  factories.     This  gives  us  some  idea  of 
what  the  entire  industry  is  doing  and  in  that  way  enables  us  to  estimate  whethe 
there  is  an  over  production  of  packages. 

RELATIVE  IMPORTANCE.  OE  VARIETIES  AND  SOURCES  OE  CARLOAD  SUPPDY  OE 
APPLES,  one  of  a  series  of  reports  of  an  economic  study  of  the  apple  industry 
of  the  United  States  which  the  Bureau  is  conducting  in  cooperation  with 
various  agencies,  has  been  released  in  mimeographed  form.    Data  covering 
41  important  markets  for  the  period  July  1,  1926,  to  June  30,  1927,  are  in- 
cluded.

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CHIEF  PRESENTS  STATEMENT  TO  COMMITTEE  ' 
INVESTIGATING  COTTON  PRICES. 

Mr.  Tenny  completed  reading  a  part  of  a  statement  on  cotton  prices 
before  the  Senate  Subcommittee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry  on  April  26, 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  committee  he  submitted  the  entire  statement 
for  publication  in  the  printed  record.     As  noted  in  the  last  issue  of 
the  B.A.E.  NEWS  he  was  called  before  the  committee  on  April  23  and  cross- 
examined  on  that  day  and  the  following  day.     On  April  25  his  testimony 
was  interrupted  while  the  committee  heard  Walter  D.  Hines,  President  of 
the  Cotton  Textile  Institute  of  New  York.     Today,  May  1,  Harvey  J • 
Zimmerman  of  the  Census  Bureau  will  read  a  statement  of  the  carry  over  of 
American  Cotton. 

Mr,  Tenny *s  statement  gives  the  position  of  the  Bureau  with  refer- 
ence to  various  charges  which  have  been  made  by  members  of  the  committee 
and  by  others  before  the  committee  regarding  reports  issued  by  this  Bureau. 

This  statement  points  out  that  the  Bureau  used  official  Census 
figures  for  stocks  of  American  cotton;  that  it  used  them  correctly  by 
excluding  foreign  cotton;  and  that  it  used  unofficial  figures  only  where 
there  were  no  official  figures.     Regarding  the  September  15  price  state- 
ment,  it  is  stated  that,  contrary  to  the  charge,   it  is  not  impossible  to 
forecast  cotton  prices,  since  this  has  been  done;  that  September  15  was 
not  the  first  of  such  statements,  but  that  price  statements  have  been 
published  monthly  in  CROPS  AND  MARKETS  since  1924;  that  there  were  good 
economic  facts  supporting  the  forecast;  that  cotton  trade  services  issued 
statements  before  September  15  indicating  lower  prices;  that  the  break  in 
cotton  prices  came  on  September  8,  seven  days  before  the  price  situation 
statement  was  issued;  that  spinners  stopped  buying  because  of  high  prices 
in  July  and  August  and  not  because  of  the  price  statement;  and  that  the 
statement  advised  farmers  of  the  fact  that  prices  were  likely  to  fall, 
thus  giving  them  an  opportunity  to  sell  their  cotton  for  more  than  they 
would  have  received  later  in  the  season.     The  reasons  why  such  state- 
ments are  issued,  namely,  to  interpret  the  facts  for  farmers  who  are  not 
in  a  position  to  interpret  them  themselves,  were  gone  into  in  detail. 
Mr.  Tenny  used  charts  to  illustrate  many  points  in  his  statements.  These 
will  be  printed  with  the  record. 

BUREAU  RELEASES  MR.  STILLTiELL 
TO  FRUIT  INDUSTRY. 

E.  W.  Still well  is  resigning  from  the  Bureau  on  May  15  to  accept  a 
position'with  the  California  Vineyardists  Association.    He  will  assume 
immediate  charge  of  the  market  news  division  of  a  clearing  house  on  grapes 
and  decidious  fruits  to  be  undertaken  cooperatively  this  season  by  the  Cal- 
ifornia Vineyardists  Association,  the  Associated  California  Fruit  Industries, 
Inc.,  and  this  Bureau.     The  plans  for  this  work  are  outlined  in  an  item 
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following  in  this  issue  of  the  B.A.E.  NEWS . 

In  the  experiment  last  season  of  these  agencies  with  a  clearing 
house  on  grapes,  Mr.  Stillwell  was  loaned  by  the  Bureau  for  nearly  four 
months  during  the  heavy  grape  producing  season.     There  could  be  no  higher 
tribute  to  the  character  of  his  services  at  that  time  than  the  recent  re- 
quest from  Donald  D.  Conn,  managing  director  of  the  California  Vineyardists 
Association  and  the  Associated  California  Fruit  Industries,   Inc.,  for 
Mr.  Stillwell Ts  permanent  release  from  the  Department  for  further  work 
with  the  clearing  house  project. 

Mr.  Stillwell  has  been  with  the  market  news  service  since  June, 
1917,  except  for  about  ten  months  when  he  assisted  the  then  Bureau  of 
Crop  Estimates  with  the  truck  crop  reporting  work  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and 
another  period  of  two  years  when  he  worked  on  standardization  in  the  Fruit 
and  Vegetable  Division.     The  official  heads  of  that  division  and  the  ad- 
ministrative officials  of  the  Bureau  are  reluctant  to  accept  his  resigna- 
tion, but  in  his  release  to  this  industry  they  will  continue  to  have  the 
benefit  of  his  valuable  services  through  friendly  cooperation. 

Mr.  Stillwell  leaves  with  the  good  wishes  of  Bureau  associates  for 
success  in  this  new  venture, 

PLANS  FORMULATED  FOR  CLEARING- 
HOUSE FOR  DECIDIOUS  FRUITS. 

A  tentative  outline  for  the  securing  and  handling  of  the  reports 
desired  by  California  growers  and  shippers  in  connection  with  the  oper- 
ation this  season  of  a  clearing  house  on  decidious  fruits  has  been  agreed 
upon  between  the  California  Vineyardists  Association,  the  Associated  Cali- 
fornia Fruit  Industries,  Inc.,  and  this  Bureau.     These  plans  are  along 
the  same  line  as  those  in  operation  last  year  in  connection  with  the  grape 
clearing  house,  but  involve  additional  commodities  and  a  larger  number  of 
cities  from  which  reports  will  be  received. 

The  Bureau  has  agreed  to  assign  WY  F.  Cox,  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegeta- 
ble Division,  to  act  as  its  representative  in  San  Francisco.     He  will  be 
responsible  for  assembling  and  compiling  all  of  the  special  reports  relating 
to  volume  and  destination  of  shipments  and  to  carlot  receipts  and  supplies 
in  the  Eastern  markets.     Western  railroads  and  express  companies  will  issue 
instructions  providing  for  the  billing  of  apples,  grapes  and  pears  by  vari- 
eties, of  figs  by  classes  (black  and  white),  and  peaches  by  classes 
(cling  stone  and  free  stone).     G-rapes  also  will  be  billed  to  show  whether 
they  are  table  grapes,  black  juice  grapes  or  white  juice  grapes,  as  they 
were  last  year. 

Original  destinations  of  the  foregoing  commodities  and  persimmons 
and  pomegranates  by  classes  and  varieties  as  they  pass  through  California 
will  be  obtained.     In  addition  the  Bureau  will  obtain  from  approximately 
25  markets  reports  of  carlot  arrivals,  cars  on  tracks  and  unloads  of  apri- 
cots,  cherries,  peaches,  pears,  plums,  prunes,  and  mixed  decidious  fruit. 
Similar  reports  will  be  obtained  on  grapes  from  about  60  cities  compared 
with  reports  from  29  cities  last  year. 

The  American  Railway  Association  has  agreed  to  cooperate  in  making 
arrangements  to  gather  reports  from  Eastern  markets,  and  J,  C-.  Cross, 
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Transportation  Specialist  of  the  Bureau,  is  leaving  7/ashington  this  w^ek 
for  a  series  of  meetings  to  be  called  by  the  district  managers  of  the 
American  Railway  Association.    At  each  of  these  meetings  Mr.  Cross  will 
outline  the  reports  desired  and  make  arrangements  with  the  responsible 
officials  of  the  common  carriers  involved  to  issue  necessary  instructions 
for.  obtaining  the  reports,    Mr.  Cross  also  will  arrange  with  express  com- 
panies for  similar  reports  on  cars  moving  by  express.     The  service  will 
begin  with  cherries,  which  likely  will  move  in  carlots  the  early  part  of  May, 
and  continue  through  the  principal  grape  shipping  season  in  late  November. 

COMMITTEE  ADJOURNS  AFTER  HEARING 

OPPOSITION  TO  SHIPSTEAD  BILL, 

The  hearings  on  the  Shipstead  Bill  (S.2533),  to  abolish  the  United 
States  Grain  Standards  Act,  held  by  the  Senate  Committee  on  Agriculture 
and  Forestry,  were  resumed  on  April  24  and  continued  over  until  the  following 
day,  April  25.    Previous  hearings  had  been  held  during  the  week  of  April  2 
for  those  in  favor  of  the  bill,  when  testimony  was  given  by  representatives 
of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  the  Peoria 
Board  of  Trade,  J,he  Galveston  Cotton  Exchange  and  Board  of  Trade,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Minnesota  State  legislature.     The  hearings  last  week  offered  an 
opportunity  for  those  opposing  the  bill  to  present  their  side.    Fred  Pond, 
Secretary  of  the  Buffalo  Corn  Exchange,,    T.  Murray  Maynadrer,  Chairman  of  the 
Grain  Committee,  Baltimore  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Louis  Sayre,  representing 
the  Rosenbaum  Grain  Corporation  of  Chicago, all  appeared  in  opposition  to  the 
bill.     Numerous  communications,  from  organizations  throughout  the  country 
opposing  the  measure,  were  introduced  into  the  Congressional  Record  by  Chair- 
man McNary.    While  our  Bureau  was  represented  at  the  hearings,  no  one  was 
called  upon  for  a  statement.     In  adjourning  the  Committee,  Chairman  McNary 
stated  that  he  would  take  under  consideration  the  advisability  of  calling 
representatives  from  the  Department  to  testify,

COMPILES  DIRECTORY  FOR  TRADE . 

A  50-page  mimeographed  booklet  devoted  for  the  most  part  to  a  direct-

AT  LEAVENWORTH  PENITENTIARY. 


The  Department  of  Justice  has  recently  installed  a  new  "broomcorn 
factory  at  Leavenworth  penitentiary  to  make  brooms  for  use  of  other  Govern- 
ment department s,    'An  arrangement  has  been  completed  between  the  Hay,  Feed 
and  Seed  Division  of  this  Bureau  and  the  Superintendent  of  Prisons  of  the 
Department  of  Justice  whereby  G.  B.  Alguire,  Broomcorn  Specialist  of  the 
division,  will  spend  several  weeks  at  Leavenworth  instructing  the  prison- 
ers who'are  working  in  the  factory  in  the  sorting  of  broomcorn  according 
to  the  Federal  standards.    Mr.  Alguire  and  the  superintendent  of  the  broom- 
corn factory  will  also  make  up  several  sets  of  type  brooms,  using  broom- 
corn graded  according  to  United  States  standards,  which  can  be  placed  before 
the  Federal  Specifications  Board  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  revision  of 
the  present  specifications  of  that  Board. ' 


HONEY  INTERESTS  EXPRESS  APPRECIATION 
-FOR  BUREAU *S  WORK. 


Mr.  Tenny  has  received  copies  of  the  following  resolutions  adopted  at 
the  Southern  States  Conference  of  Beekeepers  at  Texarkana  earlier  this  year: 

"WHEREAS,  the  Conference  here  assembled  deems  the  semi-monthly  honey 
crop  report  issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  under 
the  direct  charge  of  Mr.  Harold  J.  Clay  most  valuable  and  useful  in  facil- 
itating the  marketing  and  distribution  of  honey. 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  our  expression  of  appreciation  be  directed  to 
Mr.  Lloyd  S.  Tenny,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  for  the 
valuable  services  rendered  by  his  bureau  in  this  connection,  and  further 
that  the  beekeepers  in  the  Southern  States  would  welcome  suggestions  as 
how  best  to  cooperate  for  increasing  the  usefulness  of  the  semi-annual 
honey  crop  report." 

"WHEREAS,  the  quarterly  report  compiled  and  distributed  by  the  Crop 
Reporting  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  regarding  honey  crop 
yields,  prospects,  prices  and  the  condition  of  bees  and  honey  plants  is 
considered  very  valuable  and  essential  to  the  welfare  and  development  of 
the  beekeeping  industry  of  this  country, 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  members  of  Congress  be  requested  to  ask  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  again  to  establish  this  important  work  and  issue 
henceforth  such  reports  regularly  and  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
directed  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture." 

SERUM  TO  BE  LADE  FROM 

SAMPLE  OF  WHEAT  SMUT. 


Can  wheat  smut  serve  any  useful  purpose?    Apparently  a  Montana  doc- 
tor and  drug  firm  think  so,  even  if  it  only  as  a  means  of  combatting  its 
own  evil  effects.     They  have  requested  the  Pacific  Coast  headquarters  office 
of  the  Grain  Division,  at  Portland,  Oregon,  to  furnish  them  with  one  pound 
of  wheat  smut.     The  letter  containing  the  request  came  from  the  drug  firm  and 
explained  that  a  doctor  at  Lewistown  had  diagnosed  an  acute  respiratory  ail- 
ment of  a  patient  under  his  care  as  a  wheat  smut  infection.     The  doctor  and 
members  of  the  drug  concern  discussed  the  advisability  of  attempting  to  have 
a  serum  made  for  the  treatment  of  this  infection.     They  took  the  matter  up 
with  the  H.  K.  Mulford  cbmpany  who  have  agreed  to  make  the  serum  experiment 
from  the  sample  that  has  been  furnished. 
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RADIO  USEFUL  AS  LIVESTOCK 
MARKET  STABILIZER. 

The  noticeable  decrease  at  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  in  the  number  for  sale 
slaughter  steers  following  heavy  supplies  and  a  sharp  decline  in  prices 
recently  is  proof  of  the  effective  market  news  service  that  is  being  ren- 
dered producers  by  radio  at  that  point.     In  this  connection,  Sterling 
Imens,   in  charge  of  the  Fort  Worth  office  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and 
Wool-Division,  writes  C.  V.  Whalin,   Chief  of  the  division,  the  following 
interesting  letter: 

"On  Monday,  April  23rd,   this  market  received  a  liberal 
run  of  cattle,  the  main  section  of  which  consisted  of 
steers.    Nearly  one  hundred  loads  of  this  class  arrived 
and  fully  40  per  cent  consisted  of  steers  suitable  for 
slaughter.     The  market  proved  extremely  dull  at  declines 
of  fully  25  cents.     This  information  was  relayed  to  the 
country  over  radio,  commercial  wires,  etc.     On  Tuesday', 
April  24,  this  market  received  only  two  straight  loads 
of  slaughter  steers  and  practically  no  stock  steers,  the 
sharp  decline  of  the  previous  day  apparently  causing  a  gen- 
eral cancellation  of  car  orders.    No  other  reporting  office, 
except  ours,  is  maintained  at  this  market  and  in  addition 
to  our  regular  wire,  radio  and  mail  stencil  releases,  we 
have  recently  been  providing  service  on  the  Fort  Worth  trade 
for  all  local  publications,  including  the  Star-Telegram,  Re- 
cord Telegram  and  Fort  Worth  Press.     This  being  true,  the 
pronounced  decrease  in  the  marketing  of  slaughter  steers, 
following  heavy  supplies  and  a  sharp  decline  in  prices  Monday, 
tells  its  own  story.     Your  attention  is  also  directed  to  the 
part  which  radio  may  have  played  in  causing  such  a  prompt 
and  sharp  decrease  in  the  local  receipts  of  steers." 

GOVERNMENT  EMPLOYEES  WARNED 

AGAINST  POLITICAL  ACTIVITY. 

For  the  guidance  of  Bureau  employees,  the  following  is  quoted  from 
Form  1982,  recently  received  with  Department  ■  Circular  #43  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission: 

"Competitive  employees,  while  retaining  the  right  to  vote 
and  to  express  privately  their  opinions  on  political  subjects,  are 
forbidden  to  take  an  active  part  in  political  management  or  in 
political  campaigns.    This  also  applies  to  temporary  employees, 
employees  on  leave  of  absence  with  or  without  pay,  substitutes, 
and  laborers.     Political  activity  in  city,  county,  State,  or 
national  elections,  whether  primary  or  regular,  or  in  behalf  of 
any  party  or  candidate,  or  any  measure  to  be  voted  upon,  is 
prohibited. "

The  dairy  "Pilgrims"  are  in  Washington  again  this  week  on  the 
third  annual  visit  to  this  Department  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States.     Today,  in  the  forenoon,  they  met  in  this  Bureau  in  the 
conference  room  of  the  Bieb  r  Building.     There  are  more  than  150  repre- 
sentatives from  all  branches -of  the  industry. 

Assistant  Secretary  Dunlap  greeted  the  group  for  Secretary  Jardine . 
Mr.  Tenny  welcomed  them  to  the  Bureau  and  gave  a  brief  address  on  the 
purpose  and  scope  of  the  work  of  the  Bureau,  particularly  as  it  relates 
to  the  dairy  industry.     He  was  followed  by  Roy  C.  Potts,  who  outlined  the 
dairy  research  work  and  indicated  its  practical  value  to  those  whom  it 
serves.     Chris  L.  Chris tens en  discussed  the  activities  of  his  division  in 
the  field  of  cooperative  marketing.    J.  Clyde  Marquis  presented  the  market 
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information  service  rendered  the  dairy  industry  by  the  Bureau. 

Following  the  visit  to  the  Bureau,  the  "Pilgrims"  were  served  a 
dairy  luncheon  by  the  Bureau  of  Dairy  Industry  in  its  laboratories,  and 
during  the  afternoon  they  visited  that  Bureau.     This  evening  they  will 
banquet  at  the  Harrington  Hotel  with  the  World's  Dairy  Congress  delegates 
as  guests  of  the  American  Dairy  Federation.     The  banquet  is  held  primarily 
for  a  discussion  of  the  principal  objectives  of  the  delegation's  par- 
ticipation in  that  Congress. 

The  program  on  Wednesday  consists  of  a  trip  to  Beltsville  to  in- 
spect the  Experimental  Dairy  Farm  of  the  Bureau  of  Dairy  Industry.  This 
will  be  followed  by  a  luncheon  at  Hotel  Mayflower.  Later  in  the  after- 
noon the  "Pilgrims"  will  join  the  agricultural  service  department  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  now  holding  its  annual  meeting 
in  Hotel  Mayflower.    Mr.  Tenny  is  on  the  program  of  the  afternoon  session 
of  this  meeting  to  discuss  "Production  for  Foreign  Markets" . 

TWO  FELLOWSHIP  AWARDS  ' 
GO  TO  BUREAU  I 'BIT. 

Clarence  M.  Purves,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Re- 
search, and  J".  B.  Hut  son,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  are 
among  the  successful  applicants  for  research  fellowships  in  agricultural 
economics  and  rural  sociology  offered  by  the  Social  Science  Research 
Council  of  Mew  York  City.  To  meat  a  need  for  workers  with  more  advanced 
training  in  the  two  fields,   the  Council  set  aside  $30,000  for  these 
f ellowships,  to  be  available  yearly  for  five  years,  announcing  the  fact 
through  the  press  and  by  other  means.    The  plan  was  that  two- thirds  of 
the  money  v/ould  be  devoted  to  awards  to  students  of  agricultural  economics 
and  one-third  to  students  of  rural  sociology.     While  the  Council  has  not 
made  a  public  announcement,  it  is  understood  that  95  applications  were 
received  and  from  this  number  16  awards  were  made. 

Mr.  Purves  plans  to  enter  Harvard  University  next  fall  and  pursue 
advanced  study  in  economic  theory.     Mr.  Hut  son  will  enroll  at  Columbia 
University  at  that  time  and  take  work  in  economic  theory  and-  its  history, 
statistical  theory  and  methods,  theory  of  prices,   and  business  cycles. 
Mr.  Purves  now  holds  an  A.B .  from  Malcaster  College,   St.  Paul,  Minn.,  an 
M.A.  from  the  University  of  Minnesota,  and -has  done  summer  work  at  the 
latter  university  toward  a  Ph.D.  degree.  Mr.  Hutson  has  the  degree  of  B.S. 
from  the  College  of  Agriculture,  University  of  Kentucky,  and  that  of  M.A. 
from  the  University  of  Wisconsin*    He  has  also  completed  courses  during 
two  school  terms  in  statistics,  public  finance,  money  and  banking  and 
international  law  at  the  University  of  Kentucky.

OUR  STENOGRAPHERS  MAKE  ADMIRABLE 


SHOWING  IN  COMPETITIVE  TEST

A  recent  study  by  the  Dictaphone  Company  in  the  Stenographic 
and  several  of  the  divisions  indicates  that  the  approximate  cost  oi  tne 
preparation  of  letters  in  this  Bureau  is  19-1/2  cents.     This  is  consider- 
ably less  than  the  estimated  cost  of  26  cents  per  letter  to  the  Government 
for  carrying  on  its  correspondence,  announced  by  the  Director  of  the  budget 
at  the  last  annual  business  meeting  of  the  Government.    The  cooperation  of 
all  employees  is  urged  in  further  reducing  this  cost  by: 

(1)  Thoroughly  familiarizing  themselves  with  the  subject 

matter  to  be  dictated; 

(2)  Conserving  time  of  the  stenographer  by  being  ready  to 

dictate  and  eliminating  loss  of  time  made  necessary 
by  looking  up  references  and  additional  information 
after  dictation  is  begun; 

(3)  Confining  correspondence  to  the  subject  matter  involved 

and  eliminating  unnecessary  and  unrelated  matter; 

(4)  Avoiding  the  necessity  of  rewriting  correspondence  due 

to  careless  or  incomplete  dictation. 
The  report  of  the  commercial  company  conducting  this  test  lays  stress 
upon  the  high  caliber  of  our  stenographers.     This  is  forcibly  illustrated 
by  the  higher  output  per  stenographer  per  hour  in  the  Bureau  than  that  in 
several  other  units  of  the  Federal  service  in  which  a  similar  study  was 
carried  on.

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COOPERATION  V;iTH  ARMY  AIDS  ■  • 

IN  MILITARY  EFFICIENCY. 

"The  present  arrangement  and  manner  of  handling  the  training  for 
forage  and  grain  inspection  service  for  the  Army,  with  the  full  and  ab- 
solute cooperation  and  instruction  provided  by  the  Division  of  -Agricul- 
tural Economics,  seems  to  be  closely  approaching  the  ideal"  is  the  state 
ment  made  by  Colonel  John  A.McKinnon  in  an  article  in  the  April  number 
of  THE  ARMY  VETERINARY  BULLETIN  entitled,  "Relation  of  Military  to  Non- 
Military  Eood  and  Forage  Inspection  Service."     Colonel  McKinnon  believes 
that  the  Army  must  be  practically  self-contained  in  time  of  war  and  that 
therefore  the  primary  object  in  times  of  peace  is  to  train  the  Army  per- 
sonnel so  that  they  may  be  able  to  perform  all  necessary  functions  for 
the  Army  in  time  of  war.     In  this  connection  he  writes: 

"It  might  casually  appear  that  certain  items  requiring  a 
highly  technical  or  specialized  inspection  could  be  taken  care  of  with 
perhaps  greater  economy  by  some  Federal  agency  that  has  the  necessary 
specialists  and  technicians  available  for  routine  work.    Any  attempts 
in  that  direction,  however,  only  serve  to  defeat  the  primary  training 
objective,  and  may  serve  to  react  unfavorably  in  the  final  outcome  or 
lessen  the  degree  of  military  effectiveness  in  time  of  actual  need. 
As  an  example,  it  would  be  just  as  reasonable,  perhaps, to  employ  civil- 
ian engineers,  or  gunners,  to  conduct  the  annual  coast  defense  target 
practice,  or  to  employ  commercial  pilots  to  demonstrate  at  frequent 
intervals  the  workings  of  the  air  service  and  its  coordination  and  re- 
lationship with  the  land  and  water  forces,  or  perhaps  to  obtain  experts 
from  commercial  companies  to  demonstrate  a  suitable  field  telephone 
system  to  be  used  by  regiments,  brigades,  and  divisions  under  field 
conditions . " 


Special  posters,  calling  attention  to  the  weekly  grain,  hay  and  feed 
reviews  issued  by  the  grain,  hay  and  feed  market  news  service  of  the  Hay,  Feec 
and  Seed  Division,  have  been  prepared  at  the  request  of  a  number  of  banks 
which  are  posting  the  weekly  reviews  upon  their  bulletin  boards. 

These  banks  stated  that  the  regulation  mimeographed  headings  were 
not  sufficiently  large  and  outstanding  to  call  the  farmers t  attention  to  the 
reports  and  that  frequently  the  reviews  were  overlooked  or  taken  for  uninter- 
esting legal  notices  by  their  patrons.     Since  there  appeared  to  be  no  prac- 
tical way  to  change  the  headings  to  meet  the  situation  the  poster  plan  was 
decided  upon. 

The  posters  are  about  7  inches  by  8  inches.     The  name  of  the  review 
to  which  it* is  intended  to  call  attention,   together  with  the  name  of  the 
service,   is  printed  in  bold  large  type.     In  smaller  type  appear  the  name  and 
location  of  the  offices  from  which  the  reviews  or  any  information  concerning 
them  may  be  obtained.     There  is  also  a  brief  explanation  of  the  character 
and  scope  of  the  service.

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ESTIMATING  WORK  m  COTTON 

DIVISION  TO  3E  EXPANDED > 

with  the  passage  of  the  Agri cult-oral  Appropriation  Bill  the  Division 
of  Cotton  Marketing  will  have  $400,000  available  July  1  for  the  collection 
and  publication  of  statistics  of  the  grade  and  staple  length  of  cotton.  This 
is  $332,000  more  than  the  deficiency  appropriation  made  available  for  this 
work  for  the  current  year.     The  hill  has  already  passed  the  House  and  the 
Senate  and  has  "been  reported  out  of  conference. 

The  division  plans  to  open  new  offices  on  July  1  at  Memphis,  Tenn, , 
and  Austin  and  El  Paso,  Texas,  and  the  offices  now  operating  at  Atlanta,  C-a. , 
and  Dallas,  Texas,  will  he  considerably  enlarged  to  meet  the  anticipated 
increase  in  work.    Last  year  the  offices  at  Atlanta  and  Dallas  each  handled 
samples  representing  1  million  bales  of  cotton,  while  during  the  coming 
fiscal  year  it  is  expected  that  samples  representing  4  million  bales  will 
pass  through  these  offices*    New  employees  will  be  appointed  to  man  the  new 
offices  and  increase  the  force  in  the  offices  already  established,  so  that 
the  field  force  engaged  in  this  work  will  be  eight  or  ten  times  larger  than 
at  present , 

B*  Youngblood,  in  charge  of  the  research  work  of  the  division,  and 
William  B.  Lanham,  who  is  immediately  in  charge  of  the  studies  and  reports, 
have  made  extended  trips  during  the  past  few  months,  through  the  South  and 
West,  interviewing  prospective  candidates  for  positions  in  the  several  of- 
fices and  discussing  the  proposed  program  of  work  with  the  officials  of 
Southern  experiment  stations.    Practically  all  of  the  experiment  stations 
in  the  South  will  cooperate  with  the  Bureau  in  the  grades  and  staple  esti- 
mates project. 

The  first  of  the  reports  of  grade  and  staple  length  of  cotton  was  ■ 
issued  last  October  1  and  was  followed  by  others  in  November,  December,  Janu- 
ary, March  and  April,  the  date  corresponding  to  that  of  the  last  preceding 
report  of  the  number  of  bales  ginned  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census*     The  re- 
ports have  carried  information  on  the  commercial  grades  and  staple  lengths, 
although  additional  study  has  been  made  of  other  factors,  such  as  color, 
leaf,  trash,  etc.    Reports  for  the  entire  cotton  belt  will  be  issued  on 
approximately  these  same  dates  this  coming  season, 

CROP  REPORTING  BOARD  CORRECTS 

WINTER  ."/HEAT  PRODUCTION  FORECAST , 

Due  to  an  error  occurring  in  the  May  9  rtheat  report ,  the  .Crop  R&pdrting 
Board  issued  a  statement  through  the  press  on  May  11  explaining  the  neces- 
sity for  correction  of  that  report.     The  error,  the  statement  explained, 
occurred  in  the  computed  indicated  production  for  Ohio  which  was  published 
as  1,478,000  bushels  instead  of  as  8,870,000  bushels, 
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HggATER  SAFEGUARDS  FOR  CROP  REPORTS 
"through  REVISED  REGULATIONS. 

The  Secretary  has  just  issued  Memorandum  No*  580,  which  "brings  to- 
gether numerous  memoranda  governing  the  handling  of  crop  reports  that  have 
"been  issued  during  the  past  20  years  and  eliminates  those  that  have  become 
obsolete .    The  regulations  as  revised  will  throw  greater  safeguards  around 
the  reports  than  have  existed  heretofore.    The  principal  change,  however, 
which  was  made  to  give  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  more  time  on  the  date  the 
reports  are  released  for  consideration  of  the  reports  from  the  important  States, 
is  to  permit  State  Statisticians  to  send  in  direct  to  the  Board  on  the  day 
previous  to  the  report  information  on  wheat,  oats,  corn  and  cotton  from 
those  States  having  only  a  small  part  of  the  total  production  for  the  coun- 
try.   Under  the  present  regulations  all  information  from  all  States  covering 
these  crops  must  be  sent  direct  to  the  Secretary's  office,  where  it  is  held 
until  the  day  of  the  report.     The  result  is  that  on  crop  report  day  the 
Board  members  and  their  clerical  assistants  have  more  work  than  can  be  handled 
effectively. 

An  addition  to  the  regulations  is  Section  15  prohibiting  any  one 
actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  making  private  crop  forecasts  or  estimates 
or  who  is  acting  as  a  crop  observer  for  either  himself  or  for  any  other 
individual,  firm,  corporation,  or  association,  from  entrance  to  the  Board 
rooms  while  the  Board  is  in  session. 


EXTENSION  DIRECTORS  REPORT 
I  ECONOMIC  *7QRK, 


The  Committee  on  Organization  and  Policy  of  Extension  Directors, 
which  met  with  Bureau  representatives  April  11  and  12,  has  submitted  a  re- 
port based  on  the  discussions  at  that  meeting.    This  report  emphasizes  the 
vital  importance  of  economic  information,  including  that  bearing  on  out- 
look, price  trends,  intentions  to  plant  and  market  information.     The  exten- 
sion of  such  information  is  threatened  by  opposition,  due  to  misunderstand- 
ing and  propaganda  carried  on  by  interests  which  profit  by  keeping  farmers 
ignorant  of  crop  and  market  conditions,  the  committee  reports.     The  decision 
of  the  Bureau  and  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  v7ork  to  place  special 
emphasis  on  economic  information  merits  approval  and  the  cooperation  of 
State  forces,  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee.     Closer  relations  should  be 
maintained  between  the  Bureau,  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  TCork 
and  the  departments  in  the  various  States.     Subject  matter  on  economics 
should  enter  into  all  programs  of  agricultural  development. 

To  meet  the  need  for  extension  work  in  economics,  the  committee 
recommends  the  following  adjustments:    An  increase  of  trained  personnel  in 
extension  economists  in  the  States.     Subject  matter  specialists  in  vari- 
ous lines  should  prepare  themselves  to  handle  economic  information  relating 
to  their  special  topics.     Supervisors  and  bounty  agents  should  place  added 
emphasis  on  economic  factors.     Departments  of  economics  in  the  colleges 
should  train  men  for  this  service,     There  is  need  for  a  strong  research  pro- 
gram in  economics  in  the  States* 
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The  committee  believes  the  Bureau  could  aid  the  States  by  helping 
to  outline  and  coordinate  work  in  the  economic  field.     It  is  important  that 
farm  management  and  cooperative  marketing  projects  be  further  strengthened 
and  developed  and  that  extension  agencies  keep  in  touch  with  the  Bureau  in 
the  field  of  taxation,  finance,  land  utilization,  grading  and  standardiza- 
tion, farm  population  and  rural  life.     It  is  recommended  that  the" next 
session  of  the  Land  Grant  College  Association  be  devoted  to  a  discussion  of 
research,  teaching  and  extension  in  agricultural  economics. 

ST,  HELENA'S  ISLAND  FARM 

OWNERS  FACE  PROBLEM.  ' 

Whether  a  type  of  farming  can  be  developed  to  replace  cotton  growing 
and  at  the  same  time  maintain  as  large  a  population  as  formerly  without 
lowering  living  standards  is  the  problem  which  0»  M*  Johnson,  Division  of 
Land  Economics,  recently  found  facing  the  residents  of  St.  Helena* s  Island, 
S.  C.    Mr,  Johnson  spent  several  days  with  T,  J,  Woofter,  Jr.,  of  the 
Institute  for  Research  in  Social  Science,  who  is  making  a  study  of  the 
Island,  where  practically  all  the  farm  land  is  owned  by  negroes  in  tracts 
of  varying  size,  but  generally  of  less  than  ten  acres.    This  land  was  sold 
for  taxes  in  1862  to  1864  and  purchased  at  a  nominal  figure  of  $1.50 
an  acre.     The  population  of  the  Island  has  been  declining  for  some  time, 
partly  as  a  result  of  the  advent  of  the  boll  weevil  which  made  sea  island 
cotton  production  impossible  and  partly  because  of  the  general  migration 
of  negroes  to  other  places,     Sub-division  of  the  land  by  inheritance  has 
made  farming  difficult  in  some  places.     The  owner  frequently  has  three  or 
four  separate  tracts  of  one  or  two  acres  each. 

It  seems  fairly  clear  that  ownership  on  this  Island  while  desirable 
will  not  guarantee  a  satisfactory  standard  of  living.    When  cotton  could  be 
grown  it  was  possible  to  live  fairly  well,  but  now  it  is  necessary  to  change 
to  some  other  kind  of  farming*    A  few  young  farmers  are  producing  some  truck 
crops,  but  this  is  in  an  experimental  stage.

R.  Slocum  of  the  Division  of 
Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  have  devised  an  ingenuous  form  and  had  a 
model  of  it  made  in  the  Mechanical  Shops  to  simplify  the  problem  of  farmers 
of  nailing  the  various  parts  of  an  egg  case  together,     With  the  use  of 
this  form  it  is  expected  that  a  case  can  be  constructed  in  about  one- 
third  of  the  time  that  otherwise  would  be.  required,    A  drawing  of  the  form 
and  a  list  of  the  material  required  for  its  construction  will  be  included 
in  the  circular,  . 

VETERANS  BUREAU  APPRECIATES  BUREAU'S- 
SERVICE  TO  CALIFORNIA  HOSPITAL. 

■  The  following  report  of  one  of  the  Subsistence  Supervisors  of 
the  U.  S.  Veterans  Bureau,  submitted  to  Mr.  Tenny  recently  by  Winthrop- 
Ames,  Acting  Medical  Director  of  the  Veterans  Bureau,  testifies  to  the 
character  of  service  rendered  by  William  E,  Schneider,  in  charge  of  the 
San  Francisco  office  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  Division: 
,TThe  writer,  in  company  with  the  Business  Manager  of 
this' station  (Palo  Alto,  Calif.),  contacted  the  inspectors 
in  connection  with  the  meat  supply  at  this  station  and  found 
that  the  B.A.E.  inspection  service  in  addition  to  grading 
meats  for'  this  station  -  are  affording  every  cooperation, 
calling  this  station  by  phone  when  some  special  commodity 
is  found  that  may  meet  the  needs  of  the  station,  in  order 
that  they  may  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  procur- 
ing same  by  changing  their  order.     This  happened  during  my 
visit  with  reference  to  veal,  which  seemed  to  be  difficult 
to  obtain  at  all  times  in  this  locality.     The  inspector  at 
San  Francisco  called  by  phone  to  notify  the  Business  Manager 
that  a  nice  lot  of  veal  was  available,  the  station  taking  ad- 
vantage of  this  advance  notice  and  placing  their  order  for 
same .  11 
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FARM  BUREAU  ON  RECORD  AS  WANTING- 
DEPARTMENT  PRICE  FORECASTS . 

The  two  following  resolutions  adopted  at  the  Western  Regional  Con- 
ference of  the  Jaaerican  Farm  Bureau  Federation,  held  in  Las  Cruces,  New 
Mexico,  March  IV,  1928,  pertain  to  the  work  of  this  Bureau: 

"T,hv::  :;.S,  the  agricultural  producers  of  the  country  are 
entirely  dependent  upon  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture for  information  regarding  probable  future  prices  of 
agricultural  products  and  estimates  of  the  amount  of  the  crop 
to  be  produced  each  crop  season,  and, 

"'TiJ^REAS,  this  information  is  of  major'  importance  to 
agricultural  producers  and  to  marketing  organizations, 

'•THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  we,  the  Southern  Division 
of  the  Western  Region  of  the  American  Farm  Bureau  Federation, 
commend  the  services  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri-* 
culture  in  publishing  price  forecasts  and  price  estimates,  and 
we  recommend  a  continuation  and  enlargement  of  this  service. 

"We  further  recommend  that  this  service  be  enlarged  to 
include  a  more  thorough  study  and  more  accurate  prediction  of 
the  world  supply  of  the  various  crops  of  world  importance;  that 
the  Department  be  furnished  with  funds  -  and  personnel  to  make  a 
more  careful  study  of  the  possible  production  in  foreign  countries 
and  the  probable  effect  of  such  production  upon  the  price  of  the 
commodities  produced  in  the  United  States." 

"WHEREAS ,  there  is  grave  need  for  full  and  complete  infor- 
mation regarding  the  entire  structure  of  the  cotton  marketing 
business  in  this  country  and  abroad  in  order  that  the  producers 
may  market  their  cotton  intelligently  and  in  order  that  possible 
manipulation  of  the  market  to  the  detriment  of  producers  and  tc  the 
advantage  of  speculators  may  be  reduced  or  possibly  controlled,  and 

"WHEREAS,  at  the  present  time  we  believe  that  investigations 
and  research  in  this  field  are  not  adequate, 

"THEREFORE.  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  we,  the  members  of  the  Southern 
Division,  Western  Region  of  the  Anerican  Farm  Bureau  Federation,  do 
recommend  that  the  Congress  shall  provide  sufficient  funds  for  the 
use  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  to  conduct  such 
investigations  and  researches;  and  we  do  further  recommend  that  the 
Congress  shall  pass  any  and  all  legislation  needed  to  furnish 
authority  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  through  his  representa- 
tives to  make  such  studies  and  researches  and  to  publish  records  of 
the  same-     We  do  further  recommend  that  since  this  is  a  matter  of 
pressing  economic  importance  the  Congress  shall  take  early  and  imme- 
diate action  in  this  matter,"

OFFICE  IN  ORIENT . 

The  Foreign  Service  is  making  plans  for  the  establishment  of  a  perma- 
nent office  at  Shanghai,  China.    The  sum  of  $10  000  is  carried  in  the 
Agricultural  Appropriation  Dill  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  tor  additional 
work  in  connection  with  foreign  competition  and  demand  m  the  Orient 


Shanghai 
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seems  to  "be  the  most  advantageous  location  for  an  office. 

Paul  0.  Hyhus,  who  is  our  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  the  Orient,  was 
sent  to  China  in  December,  1926,  to  investigate  various  phases  of  the  handling 
and  marketing  of  American  farm  products,  trade  preferences,  and  the  condi- 
tions under  which  the  East  competes  with  the  United  States  in  .American  and 
foreign  markets  for  agricultural  products.    He  has  been  engaged  in  this 
work  ever  since  that  time  and  will  be  in  charge  of  the  Shanghai  office  when 
it  is  established.     Mr.  Nyhus !  travels  have  been  made  in  central  and 
northern  China  and  in  Manchuria  where  the  principal  crops  coming  in  compe- 
tition with  those  of  this  country  are  grown,  and  he  has  also  been  to  Japan 
several  times.  .  The  Bureau  is  now  in  communication  with  Mr.  Nyhus  as  to 
the  best  plan  of  procedure  for  expanding  the  work  under  the  increased 
appropriation. 

TRAINING-  CLASS  PLANNED  FOR  FRUIT

The  program  involves  three  distinct  phases:   (1)  a  field  trip  occupying 
one  week  "beginning  July  9,  during  which  various  cooperative  associations 
will  be  visited;   (2)  a  two  weeks'  cooperative  trade  conference  at  the 
University  of  California,  beginning  July  16  and  ending  July  28;  and  (3)  a 
number  of  courses  dealing  with  the  principles  of  cooperation  and  cooperative 
business  practices,  which  will  be  offered  at  the  University  for  a  period  of 
four  weeks,  beginning  July  9  and  ending  August  4. 

A. W. McKay  of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  will  assist  in 
conducting  a  course  on  "Cooperative  Marketing  in  Agriculture".    This  will 
outline  the  nature. and  extent  of  the  movement;  the  problems  it  seeks  to 
solve,  and  the  types  of  organizations  it  has  developed;  problems  arising 
in  cooperative  marketing  and  the  principles  of  successful  cooperation.  It 
is  designed  for  students  who  have  not  previously  taken  work  in  cooperative 
marketing,  and  particularly  for  teachers  of  agricultural  vocational  education. 
Others  who  will  alternate  with  Mr.  McKay  in  conducting  this  course  are, 
H.  E.  Erdman,  Professor  of  Rural  Institutions  and  Agricultural  Economics, 
University  of  California;  Dr.  Charles  H.  Lane,  Chief  of  the  Agricultural 
Education  Service  of  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education;  and  Dr. 
Theodore  Macklin,  teacher  of  cooperative  marketing  and  cooperative  research, 
College  of  Agriculture,  University  of  T7i  scons  in. 

The  following  additional  courses  will  be  offered  for  graduate  students: 
"Organization  and  Membership  Problems  of  California  Cooperative  Associations," 
by  Professor  Erdman;   "The  Economic  and  Legal  Foundations  of  Cooperation," 
by  Dr.  E.  G.  Nourse,  chief,  Agricultural  Division,   Institute  of  Economics; 
and  "Cooperative  Business  Analysis,"  by  Dr.  H.  B.  Price,  Division  of  Agricul- 
tural Economics,  University  of  Minnesota. 

FOUR  STATES  CONSIDER  JOINT  STUDY  .  .. 

OF  COOPERATIVE  GRAIN  MARKETING . 

A  conference  was  held  at  the  Manhattan  Agricultural  College  May  15 
at  which  a  preliminary  discussion  took  place  looking ■ toward  a  research 
project  in  the  cooperative  marketing  of  grain  through  farmers1  elevators. 
The  study,  if  the  present  plans  are  carried  out,  will  be  undertaken  by 
the  Agricultural  Colleges  of  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Colorado  and  Nebraska  jointly 
with  this  Bureau  through  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing.    There  is 
some  possibility  that  the  Texas  Agricultural  College  will*  also  join  in  this 
project,    A  total  of  from  100  to  125  elevators  will  be  studied,  the  plan  of 
procedure  following  closely  a  similar  study  now  being  conducted  in  the  spring 
wheat  States. 

J.  F.  Booth  and  W,  J.  Kuhrt  of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing 
represented  the  Bureau  at  the  conference.     Those  attending  from  the  colleges 
were:     Prof.  W.  E.  Grimes,  head  of  the  department  of  agricultural  economics, 
and  Prof.  R.  M.  Green,  Kansas;  Prof.  L.  A.  Moorhouse,  head  of  the  department 
of  rural  economics,  Colorado;  Prof.  W.  V/.  Fetrow,  Oklahoma,  and  Prof.  H.  F. 
Filley,  head  of  the  department  of  rural  economics,  prof.  Harold  Hedges,  and 
Prof.  C.  M.  Yerkes,  Nebraska. 
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GIVING  NEWSPAPERS  WHAT  THEY  MT 
WHEN  THEY  WANT  I?. 

Aii  effort  to  give  newspapers  what  they  want  when  they  want  it,  has 
borne  fruitful  results  in  desseminating  the  Saint  Joseph  livestock  market 
special  weekly  reviews  through  the  country  journals  in  Missouri,  Iowa  and 
Kansas.     Joseph  D.  Hale,  in  charge  of  the  St.  Joseph  office,  reports  that 
the  newspapers  that  are  carrying  his  reviews  have  a  total  of  more  than 
100,000  circulation,  a  large  percentage  of  the  readers  being  directly  inter- 
ested in  livestock  market  reports.    Practically  none  of  these  publications 
carried  any  livestock  market  reports  before  Mr.  Hale  interested  them. in 
handling  the  reviews  from  his  office. 

In  gaining  the  present  satisfactory- circulation,  Mr.  Hale  has  found 
it  necessary  to  prepare  reviews  every  week  day  so  as  to  reach  the  publisher 
on  the  day  they  were  needed  and  to  include  the  latest  market  developments. 
Reviews  are  furnished  in  three  different  lengths,  in  compliance  v/ith  the 
majority  of  requests  received,  one-third,  one-half  and  about  three-quarters 
of  a  column. 

These  reports  are  frequently  carried  on  the  front  page  of  the  country 
papers,   credit  being  invariably  given  to  the  source  of  the  information  by 
such  a  ohrase  as,   "according  to  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
weekly  review. " 

ALL  WHO  HANDLE  MANUSCRIPTS 

SHOULD  NOTE  THESE  INSTRUCTIONS. 

The  following  instructions  issued  by  Mr.  Marquis  to  division  leaders 
are  repeated  for  the  guidance  of  head  clerks,  typists  and  others  who  handle 
manuscripts  of  preliminary  reports,  etc. ,  and  who  may  not  have  seen  a  copy 
of  the  original  memorandum: 

Manuscripts  of  Preliminary  Reports  and  other  special  reports 
to  be  multigraphed  or  mimeographed  should  be  submitted  to  the  edi- 
tors typewritten  in  single  space  with  tables  and  rough  drawings 
for  charts  inserted  at  the  points  where  they  are  to  appear  in  the 
finished  publication. 

Please  note  that  preparation  of  copy  for  mimeographing  or 
multigraphing  work  follows  rules  that  are  different  from  those 
for  copy  for  print. 

Accompanying  each  manuscript  should  be  an  order  for  multigraph- 
ing or  mimeographing,  a  distribution  list,  and  if  there  are  to  be 
rotaprints,  an  order  on  the  Photographic  Laboratory  for  this  number 
of  rotaprints. 

Authors  or  their  copyists  should  endeavor  to  fill  each  page  full 
of  text,  inserting  tables  and  illustrations  at  a  point  facing  the 
reference  to  the  table  or  illustration,  remembering  that  most  of  our 
copy  will  be  mimeographed  on  both  sides  of  the  paper.     Text  will 
appear  on  the  back  of  tables;  but  rotaprints  will  appear  face  up 
and  always  facing  an  even-numbered  page  and  will  not  carry  text  on 
the  back.    Pages  for  rotaprint  illustrations  will  be  numbered  2-A, 
4-A  etc.,  according  to  the  page  which- the  rotaprint  faces,  the  rest 
of  the  manuscript  being  numberedconsecutively  through  the  book 
without  leaving  blank  numbers  for  illustrations.     The  pages  of 
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tables  will  "be  numbered  the  same  as  pages  of  text.     Suitable  mar- 
gins to  all  pages  should  be  provided. 

Charts  that  need  to  be  redrawn  for  rotaprint  reproduction  will 
be  referred  to  the  Graphic  Section  by  the  editor. 

Stencil-proof  of  multigraphed  or  mimeographed  publications, 
after  being  read  by  the  author  in  the  division,  should  be  returned 
through  the  Division  of  Economic  Information,  so  that  rotaprint 
stencils  may  be  attached  when  the  proofs  are  returned  to  the  Ad- 
dressing and  Duplicating  Section.

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LARGE  PACKING-  FIRM  TO  HAVE 


DRESSED  POULTRY  INSPECTION. 


The  inspection  service  rendered  by  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Products  on  dressed  poultry  for  condition  and  whole someness  has  "been  extended 
recently  to  the  Silz  Packing  Company  Inc.,  of  New  York  City.     This  firm  cans 
and  markets  16  different  poultry  food  products,  among  them  being  boned 
chicken,  invalid  broth,  chicken  chop  suey,  chicken  a  la  king,  chicken  salad, 
deviled  chicken,  chicken  cream  asparagus  soup,  chicken  rice  and  tomato  soup, 
chicken  noodle  soup,  chicken  pea  soup,  chicken  cream  of  celery  soup,  chicken 
broth  with  rice,  and  chicken  broth. 

Last  February  the  service  was  established  in  the  plant  of  the  Campbell 
Soup  Company  at  Camden,  New  Jersey,  in  order  that  the  company  might  again 
enter  the  Canadian  market  with  its  chicken  soup,  that  privilege  having  been 
denied  it  for  seven  years  because  of  its  inability  during  that  time  to  obtain 
the  necessary  inspection  by  this  Government.     Canada  has  a  requirement  that 
all  chicken  food  products  imported  into  that  country  must  be  inspected  by  the 
Government  from  which  the  shipment  is  made. 

The  Commissioner  of  Health  of  New  York  City  has  endorsed  and  approved 
the  Bureau's  inspection  service  on  poultry  and  states  that  it  is  his  inten- 
tion to  have  the  health  code  of  that  city  amended  to  include  a  regulation 
which  will  prohibit  canned  meats  and  poultry  food  products  of  all  kinds  from 
entering  the  city  of  New  York  for  sale  or  from  being  sold  in  the  city  unless 
they  have  been  inspected  by  an  agency  whose  inspection  service  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Eoard  of  Health.     Should  such  a  regulation  of  the  Board  of 
Health  be  passed,  a  number  of  other  firms  marketing  poultry  food  products 
in  New  York  City  undoubtedly  will  request  inspection  of  their  products  by 
the  Bureau. 

ATLANTA  UNITS  TO  BE  HOUSED 
IN  ONE  BUILSINC-. 

Arrangements  for  the  housing  of  all  of  our  offices  in  Atlanta,  Ga. , 
in  the  Commercial  Exchange  Building  at  41  Exchange  Place,  were  completed  by 
P.  J.  Hughes  when  in  that  city  last  week.    At  the  present  time  the  Division  of 
Cotton  Marketing  alone  has  quarters  in  that  building.     Our  other  offices  in 
Atlanta,  namely,  Fruit  and  Vegetable,  Hay,  Peed  and  Seed,  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates,  and  Warehouse,  are  now  located  in  the  Citizens  and  Southern  Bank 
Building  at  Bread  and  Marietta  Streets.     Their  removal  to  the  other  building 
will  be  effect ea  about  July  1. 

Not  only  will  a  considerable  saving  in  rental  be  accomplished  by 
this  arrangement,  but  a  more  efficient  operation  of  the  units  at  that  point, 
because  of  closer  working  relations  and  the  fact  that  when  the  offices 
are  in  one  building,  they  will  all  have  the  benefit  of  the  leased  wire 
service .

ASSOCIATION  APPROVE  BUREAU  WORK.

J.  C.  Marquis,  W.  E.  Callander  and  Paul  M.  William  were  present  at  the 
general  session  of  the  Association  meeting  Thursday  morning,  and  they  with 
Nils  A.  Olsen  and  a  number  of  Bureau  Chiefs  and  others  from  the  Department 
attended  the  luncheon  which  was  held  at  the  Powhatan  Hotel  at  noon  Thursday. 
Secretary  Jardine  was  the  speaker. 

The  value  of  Bureau  information  to  the  canners  was  quite  thoroughly 
outlined  at  the  morning  session  by  F.  E.  Gorrell,  Secretary  of  the  Canners' 
Association,  and  the  membership  was  urged  to  support  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  to  encourage  its  expansion  to  cover  canning  crops  more  adequately. 

Secretary  Jardine,  speaking  at  the  luncheon,  outlined  the  services  of 
the  Department  to  the  canning  industry  and  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the 
support  v/hich  Association  representatives  had  given  to  the  research  work  of 
the  Department. 

RETAIL  MEAT  DEALERS  WANT  WHOLESALE 

MARKET  REPORTS  AT  KANSAS  CITY. 

The  Kansas  Retail  Meat  Dealers,  at  their  convention  in  Hutchinson, 
Kansas,  May  8  and  9,  passed  a  resolution  requesting  the  Bureau  to  inaugurate 
a  wholesale  meat  market  reporting  service  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  This 
request  was  based  largely  on  the  familiarity  of  many  Kansas  State  retailers 
with  the  Chicago  wholesale  meat  market  report  of  the  Bureau  and  its  benefits 
to  those  in  the  Chicago  area.     Similar  service  is  now  being  rendered  in 
Boston,  Philadelphia  and  New  York  as  well  as  Chicago.     The  Division  of  Live- 
stock, Meats  and  Wool  has  been  advised  by  some  prominent  retailers  in  Omaha 
that  a  request  will  be  made  by  the  retailers'  organization  for  a  wholesale 
meat  market  report  at  that  market. 

ONLY  URGENT  JOB  PRINTING 

CAN  BE  DONE  BEEQRE  JULY  1. 

As  the  printing  fund  of  the  Department  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  current  year,  there  is  now  more  printing  in  the  Office  of  Publi- 
cations than  can  be  completed  with  the  funds  available  before  July  1.  There- 
fore a  selection  is  being  made  of  the  jobs  of  most  urgent  importance  and 
other  work  will  be  delayed  until  after  the  first  of  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Through  the  absence  of  an  item  for  printing  in  the  Deficiency  Bill, 
funds  for  printing,  both  job  and  bulletin,  will  be  very  limited  next  year, 
and  the  greatest  care  moist  be  exercised  to  keep  the  work  within  the  appro- 
priation. 

SATURDAY  HAL? -DAY  HOLIDAYS 
BEGIN  THIS  WEEK. 

In  accordance  with  an  executive  order  granting  Saturday  half-day  holi- 
days throughout  the  summer,  June  2  will  "be  the  "beginning  of  these  holidays 
this  year.    Under  this  order,  half-day  holidays  begin  with  the  first  Saturday 
in  June  and  extend  through  the  last  Saturday  in  September.    Four  hours  con- 
stitutes a  Saturday  working  day. 
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ROWING  INTEREST  TIT  SCHOOLS 

m  AGRICULTURAL  SUBJECTS. 

An  increasing  number  of  requests  recently  coming  to  the  Bureau  from

CAREFULLY  PREPARED. 

Copy  for  rotaprints  should  be  submitted,  whenever  possible,  exactly 
as  wanted  in  the  finished  print.     If  necessary,  tracings  can  be  made  by  the 
Graphic  Section  for  temporary  use,  but  as  a  rule  drawings  should  be  as  good 
as  needed  for  printed  publications. 

The  typewriting  on  rotaprint  copy  must  be  done  as  follows:  Remove 
ribbon  from  typewriter;  place  a  fresh  piece  of  carbon  paper  over  the  draw- 
ing or  copy  to  be  made  and  typewrite  through  carbon  paper.     This  gives  a 
clear  impression  that  photographs  well*    Ee  sure  to  use  a  typewriter  with 
good  even  letters  and  make  an  even  impression  on  all  letters.     The  rotaprint 
will  reproduce  smudges  and  offset  from  typewriter  ribbon  if  it  is  used. 

In  ordering  rotaprints,  submit  two  orders,  one  on  the  Photographic 
Laboratory  for  the  rotaprint  stencil  and  the  other  on  the  Addressing  and 
Duplicating  Section  for  running  the  desired  number  of  rotaprints  from  the 
stencil,  routing  both  through  the  Division  of  Economic  Information. 

The  rotaprint  method  of  reproducing  charts,  tables,  etc.,  is  taking 
the  place  of  multi graphed  plates  in  multigraph  jobs  and  is  also  useful  in 
making  a  quick  reproduction  of  large  tables  which  can  be  reduced  to  less  than 
8  x  10i  dimensions.     Inasmuch  as  this  is  a  photographic  process,  it  repro- 
duces copy  exactly  as  it  stands.    Present  facilities  do  not  permit  the  use 
of  rotaprints  larger  than  on  8  x  10  sheets,  and  an  allowance  must  be  made  in 
the  margins  for  stapling  if  the  work  is  to  be  bound.     Rotaprints  appear  only 
on  one  side  of  the  paper,  since  they  are  printed  on  rolled  paper  which  is  not 
of  a  quality  suitable  for  mimeographing  on  the  reverse  side. 

BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

A  SIMPLE  METHOD  FOR  DETERMINING  THE  OIL  CONTENT  of  seeds  and  other 
oil-bearing  materials,  which  was  devised  by  D.  A.  Coleman  and  H.  C.  Eeliows 
of  the  Grain  Division  laboratories,   is  described  in  Tech.  Bui.  71,  now  off 
the  press.     By  this  method  determinations  can  be  made  in  15  minutes,  at  a 
cost  for  materials  of  less  than  1  cent  per  test.     The  bulletin  also  points 
out  briefly  the  adaptation  of  this  method  to  plant  breeding.

No.  63,  by  J.  F.  Booth,  and  Agricultural  Cooperative  Associations,  Marketing

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COMPTROLLER  GENERAL  DEFINES 

APPLICATION  OF  WELCH  ACT . 

RECEIVED 
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Comptroller  General  McCarl  has  issued  a  decision  on  the  application  of 
the  Welch  Act,   specifying  how  the  Act  should  he  interpreted  and  increases  ap- 
plied in  the  various  classes  in  Washington  and  in  the  field.     This  definitely 
outlines  the  procedure  to  he  followed  by  the  Bureau  in  making  adjustments 
under  the  Act. 

The  Welch  Act,  providing  as  it  does  small  increases  to  a  great  number 
of  employees,  also  effects  some  needed  adjustments  in  the  compensation  of 
groups  of  employees  in  assignments  in  which  it  has  "been  very  difficult  to 
retain  a  competent  personnel  because  of  outstanding  differences  between 
Federal  and  commercial  salaries. 

The  salary  adjustments  will  have  a  two -fold  effect;   one,  .provide 
an  incentive  to  greater  effort  on  the  part  of  the  present  personnel;  and 
two,  enable  the  administrative  officials  of  the  various  branches  of  the 
Federal  Government  to  be  more  critical  in  the  selection  of  new  employees 
because  of  the  more  attractive  Government  positions. 

PROSPECTS  BRIGHTER  THIS  YEAR  FOR 
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BRITISH  MARKET  FOR  AMERICAN  FRUIT 


General  economic  conditions  in  Europe  have  a  slightly  more  optimistic 
appearance  than  was  the  case  last  year  according  to  the  report  made  by 
Edwin  Smith,  London  representative  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  upon 
his  return  last  week  from  Europe.     He  added  that  it  is  probable  that  the 
demand  for  American  fruits  will  be  more  nearly  normal  during  the  coming 
season  than  in  1927  when  Great  Britain  was  feeling  the  after-effects  of  the 
cessation  in  industry  during  the  preceding  year. 

Commenting  upon  his  work  abroad  since  his  visit  to  this  country  last 
year,  Mr.   Smith  states  that  when  he  returned  to  Great  Britain  in  September 
his  time  was  largely  devoted  to  the  arrivals  there  of  early  fall  apples. 
This  fruit,  coming  principally  from  the  Atlantic  seaport  States,  arrives  in 
a  variable  condition  and  demands  much  personal  attention  in  the  way  of  in- 
spection of  cargoes.     Owing  to  the  heavy  crop  of  European  apples,  markets  on 
the  continent  were  slow  in  showing  a  demand  for  American  fruit,   so  that 
British  markets  received  Mr.  Smith's  entire  time  until  the  middle  of  November 
when  he  made  a  survey  of  conditions  in  Holland,  Germany,  Denmark,  Norway  and 
Sweden. 

Because  of  the  widespread  use  of  cleaning  appliances  for  apples  grown 
bn. the  Pacific  Coast,  Mr.  Smith  had  to  give  close  attention  throughout  the 
winter  to   the  analyses  of  this  fruit  at  the  hands  of  British  medical  officers 
and  al:so  as  regards  its  keeping  Quality  after  arrival  in  Europe.  Fortunately", 
he  states,   these  factors  gave:  very  little  difficulty  throughout  the  season. 

The  first  direct  shipments  of  citrus  fruit  from  Jacksonville,  Florida, 
to  Liverpool,  England,   called  for  an  examination  of  the  fruit  at  arrival  and 
a  close  study  of  conditions  surrounding  this  new  trade  route.     The  first

skip  arrived  i*.  January  of  this  year  and  was  followed  "by  monthly  consignments 
for  the  "balance  of  the  season. 

The  American  apple  marketing  season  came  to  a  close  earlier  than 
usual  in  Europe  on  account  of  the  large  crop  and  advanced  season  of  apples 
from  Australia  and  Eew  Zealand.    This  allowed  a  survey  to  be  made  of  Sicilian 
lemon  production  during  the  latter  part  of  April,  just  prior  to  Mr.  Smithes 
return. 

Mr.  Smith  is  leaving  Washington  for  Los  ^ngeles  on  June  9.    He  will 
visit  Pacific  Coast  States  to  interview  apple  exporters  regarding  the  Euro- 
pean market  for  American  apples. 

SECRETARY  SIGG'S  ORDER  TO  AMEKD 
STflTOABDS  FOR  OATS. 

An  order,  signed  by  Secretary  Jardine  on  June  1,  amends  the  official 
grain  standards  of  the  United  States  for  oats  by  providing  a  separate  class- 
ification for  cereal  oats.    The  new  section  in  the  standards,  numbered  16, 
reads  as  follows: 

"Cereal  oats  shall  "be  oats  which  have  "been  sized  with  the 
result  that  their  commercial  quality  is  not  reflected  by  the 
numerical  grade  designation,  including  Sample  Grade,  alone. 
Cereal  oats  shall  be  graded  and  designated  according  to  the 
grade  requirements  of  the  standards  applicable  to  such  oats  if 
they  are  not  cereal  oats,  and  there  shall  be  added  to,  and  made 
apart  of,  such  grade  designation  the  word  1  Cereal.1 " 

COLE  P;.CX  FRUIT  HADE  ELIGIBLE 

EQR  STORAGE  UNDER  V.EEECUSE  ACT  . 

On  May  25  the  Secretary  promulgated  regulations  under  the  Warehouse 
Act  to  cover  the  storage  of  Cold  Pack  Emit,  which  is  defined  by  the  regula- 
tions to  mean  the  clean,   sound  product  obtained  by  packing  under  certain 
specified  conditions  in  suitable  containers  properly  matured  and  prepared 
fresh  fruit  and  berries,  with  or  without  the" addition  of  sugar,  and  by  main- 
taining it  at  a  temperature  sufficiently  low  to  insure  its  preservation* 

Under  the  regulations  the  packing  plant  must  be  inspected  and  approved 
by  Department  examiners  and  the  product  must  be  inspected  and  approved  at  ^  the 
packing  plants  by  licensed  examiners  who  must  issue  a  special  form  of  certifi- 
cate to  the  storing  warehouseman.    iTo  product  is  permitted  to  be  stored  if 
it  fails  to  reach  the  sharp  room  of  the  Warehouse  within  12  hours  after  in- 
spection at  the  packing  plant.  Temperature  of  the  sharp  room  must  be  at 
least  zero  and  all  products  to  be  stored  must  remain  in  the  sharp  room  at 
least  48  hours  before  being  transferred  to  regular  cold  storage  compartments, 
which  must  have  temperatures  not  in  excess  of  20°  Fahrenheit  at  all  times. 

The  placing  "of  cold  pack  fruit  on  the  eligible  list  for  storage  undcr^ 
the  Uarehouse  Act  is  in  answer  to  repeated  requests  filed  with  the  Deoar.men, 
during  the  past  two  years  by  berry  and  fruit  growers'  organizations  m  Oregon, 
Washington  and  Michigan  and  some  packers  in  Mew  York. 
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NEW  SPECIALISTS  IN  COTTON  MARKETING 

TO  RECEIVE  INSTRUCTION  IN  WASHINGTON. 

In  connection  with  the  expansion  of  the  work  of  collecting  and  publish- 
ing estimates  of  the  grade  and  staple  length  of  cotton,  made  possible  by  the 
provision  of  additional  funds  in  the  Agricultural  Appropriation  Act  for  1929, 
the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  has  made  a  number  of  new  appointments  in  the 
field.     The  following  Specialists  in  Cotton  Classing  entered  on  duty  June  1 
at  the  points  indicated:  .  B .  M.  Brownell ,  D.  S.  Earle  and  A.  B.  Gough,  at 
Memphis,  Tenn.;  P.  S.  Dial    and  T .  F .  Smith,  at  Austin,  Texas;  J,  W.  Dp r emus 
and  C.  S.  Hamilton,  at  Dallas,  Texas,  and  C.  E.  Killingsworth,  at  Atlanta,  Ga. 
These  -men  have  been  asked  to  come  to  Washington  on  June  11  to  receive  de- 
tailed instruction  in  their  new  work  and  to  thoroughly  familarize  themselves 
with  the  United  States  cotton  standards.     Classes  will  be  held  daily  for  two 
weeks.     In  addition  to  the  new  appointees,  Ben  I.  Busby  of  Memphis,  Lonnie 
E.  Dowd,  A.  M.  Moore  and  N.  T.  Bringhurst  of  Dallas,  E.  S.  Webster  of  Austin, 
and  Porter  I,  Barnes  of  Atlanta  also  will  attend  the  classes, 

John  T.  Egan  was  appointed  as  Agricultural  Economist  on  May  16  and 
is  in  charge  of  the  office  at  Austin,  Texas.  There  are  also  being  appointed 
to  the  Austin  office  2  Associate  Agricultural  Economists,  1  Assistant  Agri- 
cultural Economist,  3  Junior  Agricultural  Economists,  3  Cotton  Classers, 
3  Recorders,  and  1  Clerk.    The  appointments  of  these  assistants  have  not  all 
been  completed,  hence  the  omission  of  their  names, 

The  office  at  El  Paso  will  be  headed  by  Leander  D.  Howell,  Agricultural 
Economist,  who  entered  the  service  on  June  1.  He  will  have  for  his  assistants, 

1  Assistant  Agricultural  Economist,  1  Statistician  working  cooperatively  with 
the  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  1  Recorder,  and  1  Cotton  Classer, 
Mrs.  Louise  H.  Blakely  has  been  transferred  from  the  Washington  office  of  the 
division  to  serve  as  Head  Clerk  in  El  Paso. 

It  has  not  yet  been  decided  who  will  be  in  charge  at  Memphis.  However, 
the  personnel  there  as  now  proposed  will  include  1  Agricultural  Economist, 

2  Statisticians  working  cooperatively  with  the  State  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station,  2  Junior  Agricultural  Economists,  3  Cotton  Classers,  3  Recorders,, 
and  1  Clerk. 

EMM  MORTGAGE  INDEBTEDNESS 

STUDY"  PUSHED  EOR  COMPLETION. 

A  score  of  temporary  clerks  have  been  employed  by  the  Division  of 
Agricultural  Finance  in  an  effort  to  complete  at  the  earliest  practicable 
date  a  special  study  of  farm  mortgage  indebtedness  in  the  United  States. 
No  estimate  of  the  total  farm  mortgage  debt  for  a  later  date  than  1920  is 
now  available,  this  estimate  having  been  made  as  the  result  of  a  joint 
inquiry  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  and  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics, 
The  present  study,  it  is  hoped,  will  provide  a  satisfactory  basis  for 
bringing  up  to  date  the  estimate  of  total  farm  mortgage  debt,  both  for  owner- 
operated  and  tenant-operated  farms.     The  mortgage  data  will  also  be  used  as 
a  basis  for  estimates  of  total  interest  payments  made  annually  by  farmers, 
Which  is  one  of  the  factors  needed  in  ascertaining  the  annual  net  income  of 
agriculture.     It  is  expected  that  new  data  to  be  collected  on  the  subject 
can  be  made  available  in  summarized  form  by  the  end  of  the  present  summer. 
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Daring  the  past  month  the  Atlanta  and  Dallas  offices  of  the  Warehouse 
Division  have  been  unusually  "busy  making  original  examinations  of  a  number 
of  large  cotton  warehouses  in  Mississippi,  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  and 
Texas  which  have  applied  for  licenses  under  the  warehouse  Act.    All  licenses 
were  issued  effective  June  1.    This  activity  has  resulted  in  increased 
licensed  cotton  storage  capacity  in  excess  of  830,000  bales  and  represents 
the  biggest  increase  at  any  one  time  since  the  passage  of  the  warehouse  Act. 
Among  the  new  houses  is  the  large  plant  at  Memphis,  Tenn.,  formerly  known 
as  the  Memphis  Terminal  Corporation.     It  has  a"  capacity  to  store  200,000 
bales  at^one  time.     A  significant  feature  about  this  activity  is  that  all 
the  plants  are  controlled  by  interests  which  a  few  years  ago  could  see  no 
good  m  the  '.Varehouse  Act. 

RETAILERS  REQUEST  FHDLES/FE 

M3AT  M^PT  REPORTS  FOR  OMAHA. 

Following  up  a  verbal  request  made  to  C.  V.  Y,halin  while  he  was  in 
the  field  recently,  the  Omaha  Retail  Meat  Dealers  Association  has  written 
the  Livestock,  Meats  and  Fool  Division  requesting  it  to  issue  reports  on 
the  wholesale  meat  market  in  that  city.     C.  Christef f ersen,  President,  and 
J.^J.  Cameron,   Secretary  of  the  Association,  in  writing  the  division,  indi- 
cate that  the  information  is  desired  in  order  that  retail  meat  dealers  may 
keep  posted  on  prices,  quality  and  supplies  of  meat  at  that  point.    They  add: 

"Fe  feel  that  this  daily  report  would  greatly  assist  in 
putting  the  retail  meat  business  on  a  more  substantial  basis  and 
in  a  gree.t  measure,  create  better  efficiency  in  handling  the  tra.de 
"by  developing  a  more  uniform  and  satisfactory  retail  price." 

COTHF^-TFRS  STANDARDS  EX? I AI FED  AT 

c^fte:at:f  of  oil  mill  '-iff. 

A  joint  meeting  at  Dallas,  Texas,  of  representatives  of  the  National 
Oil  Mill  Superintendents  Association  and  of  the  Oil  Mill  Machinery  Manufactur- 
ers and  Supply  Associations  afforded  an  opportunity  for  a  three-day  display 
of  a  set  of  United  Stages  cotton  linters  standards  and  a  set  of  expositor 
types  issued  by  the  Bureau  to  explain  the  staple  and  character  of  linters  as 
shown  in  the  standard  grades.     The  convention  met  May  23,  24    and  25,  with  a 
total  attendance  of  the  industries  represented  of  between  600  and  700  men. 

Victor  R.  Euchs,   of  the  Division  of  Cotton.  Marketing,  who  had  charge  of 
the  exhibit,  reports  that  the  standards  and  types  were  displayed  in  a  conspicu- 
ous place  in  the  exhibit  hall  of  the  Jefferson  Hotel  where  the  convention  met, 
the  hall  being  open  daily  from  10.00  a.m.  to  6.00  p.m.     Wide  interest  was 
shown  in  the  standards  and  Mr.  Euchs  explained  them  to  many,   some  of  whom  did 
not  know  there  were  standards  and  others  who  did  not  know  their  uses.  Mr.  Fuchs 
stressed  the  importance  of  producing  clean  and  uniform  linters  and  that  cutting 
to  the  standard  grades  was  not  only  advantageous  from  an  economic  standpoint, 
but  of  vital  importance  in  manufacture  control.     It  is  expected  that  many  of 
the  mills  will  adopt  the  use  of  the  standards  with  the  beginning  of  the  new 
season.

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MR.  TENNY  RESIGNS  AS 

CHI EE  OF  BUREAU . 

The  announcement  of  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Tenny  as  Chief  of  the 
Bureau,  issued  by  the  Secretary's  office  yesterday,  was  received  in  the 
Bureau  with  surprise  and  sincere  regret.    He  will  leave  the  Bureau  on  July 
16,  according  to  the  announcement,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Mr,  Tenny  announces  that  he  will  accept  an  executive  posi- 
tion with  the  Associated  California  Fruit  Industries,  Inc.,  a  growers1 
organization.     Secretary  Jardine  expressed  his  regret  that  the 
department  should  lose  Mr.  Tenny1 s  servoces.    No  announcement  was 
made  as  to  his  successor. 

"The  Associated  California  Eruit  Industries,  Inc.,  is  an  over- 
■  head  organization  controlled  by  growers  designed  to  "bring  about 
coordinated -action  between  grower  and  shipping  interests  in  the 
distribution  of  both  grapes  and  deciduous  fruits.    The  central 
unit  in  the  organization  is  a  clearing  house  which  last  year  oper- 
ated solely  with  fresh  grapes  under  the  California  Vineyardists 
Association.    The  new  extension  of  activities  caused  the  change  in 
name , 

"In  accepting  Mr.  Tenny !s  resignation,  Secretary  Jardine 
wrote:     'I  feel  that  it  would  be  unfair  to  you  and  to  the  oppor- 
tunity you  have  in  California  to  request  that  you  continue  in 
your  present  position.     You  have  a  full  knowledge  of  the  problems 
facing  the  fruit  growers  in  California.     You  are  acquainted  with, 
and  have  the  confidence  of  the  growers,  shippers,  bankers  and 
others  vitally  concerned  with  the  affected  industries.  Conse- 
quently I  feel  that  it  is  a  proposition  which  ought  to  attract 
you,  and  I  know  that  you  will  make  a  material  contribution  in 
placing  these  industries  upon  a  more  satisfactory  basis. 

"The  Department  of  Agriculture  is  in  full  sympathy  with  the 
efforts  now  being  made  to  bring  some  measure  of  relief  to  the 
growers  of  California,  and  in  your  new  work  you  and  your  asso- 
ciates will  receive  the  full  and  effective  support  of  this 
department . 

"Mr.  Tenny,  ?;ho  was  born  at  Hilton,  N.Y.  ,  was  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Rochester  in  1902  with  the  A.B.  degree.    He  im- 
mediately joined  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  work- 
ing in  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  and  continued  graduate  and 
post-graduate  work  at  George  Washington  University  and  Cornell 
University.  From  1910  to  1913  he  engaged  in  farming  in  New  York 
and  in  work  carried  on  cooperatively  by  the  State  and  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

"From  1914  to  1918  Mr.  Tenny  was  Secretary  and  Manager  of 
the  Florida  Jruit  Growers  and  Shippers  League,  also  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Florida  State  Plant 
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Board,  and  as  Secretary  of  the  Florida  East  Coast  Growers' 
Association. 

"Rejoining  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  1921,  Mr.  Tenny 
entered  the  Bureau  of  Markets  as  Assistant  to  the  Chief,  special- 
izing on  research  work  in  the  handling  and  marketing  of  agricul- 
tural products.     In  1922  he  was  appointed  Assistant  Chief  of  the 
"bureau  in  charge  of  all  service  and  regulatory  work*     In  December, 
1925,  he  was  appointed  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  -Agricultural  Economics. 

"Referring  to  Mr.  Tenny «s  service  as  chief  of  the  "bureau, 
Secretary  Jardine  said:     'Under  your  guidance  the  work  of  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics  has  "been  further  expanded  to  more  closely 
conform  to  the  economic  problems  and  needs  of  the  farmers.  The 
various  services  end  functions  of  the  "bureau  fill  a  vital  need  in 
American  agriculture  and  it  will  continue  to  develop  along  construc- 
tive lines .  1 

"'My  service  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture,'  said  Mr.  Tenny 
in  his  letter  of  resignation,    'has  "been  a.  happy  and  profitable  ex- 
perience to  me  and  especially  do  I  appreciate  the  opportunities  of 
the  past  seven  years  in  connection  with  the  new  and  more  progressive 
lines  of  work  undertaken  in  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
After  very  careful  consideration  of  the  Question,  however,   I  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  I  have  made  my  contribution  to  public 
service,  and  can  not  decline  the  proposition  that  has  been  offered 
to  me  by  the  California  people  through  Mr.  Donald  D.  Conn,  Managing 
Director  of  the  Associated  California  Fruit  Industries,  Inc. 

"'The  work  in  which  I  will  be  engaged  in  California  will  be, 
to  a  great  extent,  the  carrying  out  of  certain  ideas  that  have  been 
developed  in  the  department,  and,  with  these  industries  consolidated, 
it  will  be  a  most  interesting  and  profitable  experiment.1" 

BEE?  GRAPHIC-  AND  STAMPING- 
SERVICE  on  pee  b;,s:s  july  i. 

The  success  of  the  experiment  of  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and 
Wool,  of      conducting  a  service  on  grading  and  stamping  beef  during  the  current 
fiscal  year,  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  although  no  funds  for  this  pur- 
pose have  "been  provided  by  congress  for  1929,  the  service  will  be  continued  on 
a  fee  basis,  with  every  indication  from  the  trade  at  this  time  that  it  will  be 
heartily  supported.     The  placing  of  the  service  on  a  fee  basis  is  possiole 
under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  in- 
vestigate and  certify  the  clas-,   quality  (grade),  and  condition  of  certain 
perishable  farm  product s . 

Beginning  July  1,  the  grading  and  stamping  of  beef  will  be  available  to 
slaughterers,  packers,  wholesalers,  jobbers,  hotels,  restaurants,  and  retailers 
in  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Washignton,  D.C,  Chicago,  Kansas  City 
and  Omaha,  through  the  official  graders  of  the  division  stationed  in  these 
cities,  at  a  charge  of  $2.00  an  hour.     Graded  and  stamped  beef  can  be  had  in 
any  part  of  the  united  States  served  by  slaughterers  or  dealers  who  subscribe 
to  this  service.    Based  on  the  experience  of  the  past  year  this  charge  will 
amount  to  less  than  5  cents  a  carcass.     Tfnereas,  heretofore,  the  service  has 
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keen  limited  to  Prime,  Choice,  and  Good  grade  steer  and  heifer  beef,  after 
July  1  it  will  he  extended  to  include  all  classes  and  all  grades  of  beef. 

The  beef  grading  and  stamping  experiment,   in  which  beef  carcasses  are 
graded  and  then  s-tamped  by  the  Government  graders  so  that  each  subsequent 
retail  cut  rill  show  the • Government  label  indicating  the  class  and  grade,  was 
begun  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago  at  the  request  of  many  livestock  producers 
and- memo ers  of  the  meat  trade,  and  with  the  active  support  of  the  Setter  Beef 
Association  and  the  National  Livestock  and  Meat  Board  and  many  prominent  live- 
stock producers,  slaughters,  •  and  retailers. 

irr.e  service  has  been  popular  with  consumers  inasmuch  as  the  Government 
stamp  has-  been  an  accurate  measure  of  quality  and  a  safeguard  against  the  sale 
of  inferior  beef  at  high  prices.     Many  retailers  who  have  used  the  service, 
report  a  steadily  increasing  demand  for  high  grade  beef,  and  it  is  estimated 
that  by  the  end  of  June  approximately  65,213  carcasses"  or  36,417,000  pounds  of 
beef  will  have  been  graded  and  stamped. 

ALFA"  .PA ^^J£^j,3DS  INVESTIGATIONS  " 
AUTHORIZED  IN  APPROPRIATION  ACT . 

In  the  Agricultural  Appropriation  Act  passed  by  the  70th  Congress  an 
item  of  $5,000  was  included  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  investigational 
work  on  the  subject  of  standards  for  alfalfa  meal.     This  new  project  of  work 
has  been  organized  in  the  Hay,  Peed  and  Seed  Division  where  some  preliminary 
work  on  this  subject  has  been  done  during  the' past  two.  years,  especially  with 
reference  to  moisture  and  color  analyses.     It  is  planned  to  extend  the  scope 
of  the  investigational  work  this  next  year  to  include  some  marketing  studies 
as  well  as  to  conduct  laboratory  research  .work  with  reference  to  moisture, 
color,  fiber  and  protein. 

There  has  been  a  distinct  development  in  the  alfalfa  meal  business 
in  the  United  States  during  the  past  twc  or  three  years.    Many  car  loads  of 
alfeJfa  meal  move  from  the  Intermountain  and  Nest  North  Central  States  to 
the  Eastern  and  Southern  States  where  the  meal  is  employed  in  the  manufacture 
of  mixed  feeds  of  various  kinds.     A  number  of  western  alfalfa  areas  which 
formerly  shipped  baled  alfalfa  are  now  grinding  the  surplus  alfalfa  crop  and 
shipping  it  in  the  form  of  meal.     The  alfalfa  weevil  infested  States  which 
can  not  ship  baled  hay  because  of  weevil  Quarantines  are  talcing  much  interest 
in  the  development  of  an  alfalfa  meal  trade  as  a  moans  for  marketing  surplus 
alfalfa.     Many  of  the  shippers,  distributors,  and  receivers  in  the  growing 
alfalfa  meal  business  have  indicated  a  desire  for  official  meat  standards 
which' may  be  employed  in  the  marketing  of  the  product .    At  the 'Western  States 
Agricultural  Extension  Conference  held  at  Reno,  Nev.,   in  July,  1927,  a  res- 
olution was  passed  which  recommended  to  the  U.   S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
the  formulation  o.f  U.  S.  alfalfa  meal,  standards  that  .would  assist  the 
Western  states  in  the  marketing  of  this  commodity.

The  Grain  Division,  through  its  General  Field  Headquarters  at 
Chicago,  has  prepared  sets  of  eleven  trays  illustrating  the  classes,  sub- 
classes ana  grading  factors  of  grains  for  which  standards  have  been  es- 
tablished.   At  present  these  trays  have  been  sent  to  about  forty  agricul- 
tural colleges  in  the  United  States,  where  they  are  used  in  teaching- 
grain  grading.     They  have  also  been  sent  to  various  grain  centers  in 
Norway,  Sweden,  Denmark,  England,  France,  Ireland,  Germany,  Spain, 
Czecho- Slovakia,  Russia,  Cuba,  China  and  Japan,  where  they  are  valuaole 
to  purchasers  of  American  grain  by  grade.    One  of  the  world's  largest 
importers  oi  grain  located  in  London,  writing  recently  for  a  set  of  these 
trays,  states  in  part: 

"In  the  course  of  our  yearly  operations,  applications 
are  constantly  made  to  us  for  information  regarding  the 
quality  and  condition  of  United  States  grades.  ****  The 
average  English  miller  is   'from  Missouri1  when  it  comes  to 
taking  a  merchant's  say-so  as  regards  3  type  of  wheat 
with  which  he  is  unfamiliar. ***  If  we  were  in  possession  of 
the  type  samples  so  admirably  set  up  V,  your  Department,  we 
could  at  least  turn  to  a  nan  and  tell  him  to  judge  for  him- 
self,    if  we  make  a  statement  about  a  certain  type  of  wheat, 
backed  by  Federal  certification  only,  such  type  of  wheat 
would  be  merely  a  name  to  the  interested  party.*****  EELth 
your  type  sami)les  in  our  -possession,   carrying  as  they  do  the 
full  weight  and  authenticity  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  as  to  their  bona  fides,  we  could  not  only 
benefit  our  customers  and  ourselves,  but  assist  in  the 
overseas  trade  of  the  United  States,  which  would  be  ulti- 
mately to  your  benefit  also."

ABYSSINIA'S  AID  ENLISTED  IN 

WORLD'S  AGRICULTURAL  CENSUS . 

Africa. is  the  present  field  of  Mr.  Estabrook«s  activities  in  pro- 
moting interest  and  cooperation  in  the  world  census  of  agriculture  proposed 
for  1930,  according  to  a  recent  communication  to  the  Bureau  written  at 
Jibuti,  French  Sonialiland.    He  planned  next  to  visit  Tamatave  on  the 
Island  of  Madagascar.    He  reports  a  very  satisfactory  interview  with 
Bas  Taffari  Mokenen,  Crown  Prince  and  Heir  Apparent  to  the  throne  of 
Ethiopia  (Abyssinia),  who  indicated  that  he  and  his  country  would  be  glad 
to  cooperate  in  the  census  undertaking. 

The  people  and  conditions  in  Abyssinia  have  received  Mr.  :  Estabrook's 
usual  close  attention,  and  he  describes  them  in  his  letter  in  part  as  follows 
"The  natives  are  half  naked  negro  savages  and  live  in  primi- 
tive mud  huts,   speak  a  mongrel  Arabian  dialect,  and  the  men  carry 
spears.  *  *  * 

"Ethiopia  (Abyssinia)  is  almost  the  same  size  as  Egypt  and  is 
larger  than  any  country  in  Europe  except  Russia.     It  is  a  land  of 
high  mountains,  plateaus,  and  valleys;  eastern  half  desert  or  semi- 
arid,  with  no  river  that  reaches  the  sea;  western  half  well  watered 
and  wooded,  and  the  source  of  the  Blue  Nile;  climate  tropical,  modi- 
fied by  altitude  of  mountains  up  to  15,000  feet;  dry  season  November 
to  May,  wet  season  June  to  October;   rich  in  minerals,  including  gold 
and  platinum;  soil  extremely  fertile  in  limited  areas — much  of  it  of 
volcanic  origin  and  red  like  the  soils  of  Java,  much  of  it  of  lime- 
stone origin,  reddish  brown  to  blue  black  clay,  heavy,  three  to  thirty 
feet  deep,  which  sticks  like  glue  when  wet  and  develops  a  network  of 
wide  intersecting  cracks  when  dry.     The  country  is  well  stocked  with 
domestic  animals,  small  in  size  but  hardy,  consisting  of  camels, 
ponies,  asses,  mules,   cattle,  goats,  sheep,  a.nd  poultry,  but  no  turkeys 
or  pigs.     Wild  game  is  abundant,   including  practically  all  the  wild 
animals  of  Airica.    from  the  train  I  saw  innumerable  antelope  and 
gazelles,   some  chimpanzees  and  monkeys,  an  enormous  land  tortoise,  many 
jackals  that  look  like  foxes.,  flocks  of  doves,  guinea  fowl,  a  species 
of  grouse,  birds  of  prey,   vultures,   crows,   some  large  fowl  with  long 
legs,  necks  and  beaks,   larger  than  turkeys  but  smaller  than  ostriches, 
magpies,  and  many  smaller  birds  with  gay  plumage,   including  finches 
and  other  song  birds.     (This  is  the  only  country  I  have  visited  where 
the  English  sparrow  is  not  to  be  seen.)  *  *  *  Giant  ant  hills,  round 
or  conical  in  shape  and  as  large  as  native  huts,  are  a  characteristic 
feature  of  the  landscape.     The  country  along  the  railway  is  uninhabi- 
ted and  without  a  sign  of  agriculture  to  within  one  hundred  miles  of 
Adis  Abeba,  where  in  a  broad  valley  small  villages  and  patches  of 
cultivated  ground  are  to  be  seen.     I  was  told  that  parctically  all 
the  agriculture  and  livestock  of  Abyssinia  is  in  the  western  half, 
except  for  a  few  large  coffee  plantations  on  the  rainy  side  of  the 
mountains  to  the  east.     In  normal  years  the  country  produces  enough 
for  its  own  consumption,  and  exports  coffee  and  hides.     The  city  of 
Adis  Abeba  (7,500  feet  elevation)  is  surrounded  by  groves  of  planted 
eucalyptus  trees."

RENDERING  RENTAL  VOUCHERS . 

In  the  interest  of  speeding  up  payment  of  rental  vouchers  in  the 
future  the  Business  Manager  suggests  that  the  various  field  offices  leasing 
commercial  space  furnish  all  the  monthly  vouchers  for  the  entire  fiscal  year 
on  July  1.     The  vouchers  will  be  held  in  the  Section  of  Audits  and  Accounts. 
Around  the  25th  of  each  month  the  vouchers  for  that  particular  month  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  General  Accounting -Off ice  for  preauditing.    This  will 
permit  the  mailing  of  checks  promptly  at  the  beginning  of  the  succeeding 
month.     Under  the  present  system  the  checks  are  not  mailed  until  the  8th 
or  10th  of  the  month  and  quite  frequently  they  are  delayed  for  more  than 
a  month  for  one  reason  or  another.

S.      1414,  by  Senator  Mayfield,  tor  the  prevention  and  removal  of  obstructions 
on  interstate  commerce  (Cotton  seed  oil,  future  trading)  was  re- 
ported out  of  the  Senate  Committee.   (Rept.  No.  317). 

S,       1294,  by  Senator  Borah,  to  suppress  unfair  and  fraudulent  practices  in 

the  marketing  of  perishable  agricultural  commodities  in  interstate 
and  foreign  commerce,  was  reported  out  of  the  Senate  Committee 
(Rept.  No.  825). 


H.R.      55,  by  Mr.  Gilbert,   to  provide  for  the  collection  and  publication  of 
statistics  of  tobacco  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  passed 
the  House  and  was  reported  out  of  the  Senate  Committee  (Rept.  No. 
1274). 

S.        872,  by  Senator  Ransdell,  to  standardize  bales  of  cotton  and  requiring 
sale  of  cotton  by  true  net  weight  of  bale,  was  reported  out  of 
the  Senate  Committee  (Rept,  No.  1281). 


S,       1727,  by  Senator  Dale,  to  amend  the  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  retire- 
ment of  employees  in  the  classified  civil  service"  passed  the 
Senate  and  was  reported  out  of  the  House  Committee  (Rept.  No. 1580). 
A  similar  bill  (H.R.  25)  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Leh loach  and  was 
reported  out  of  the  House  Committee  (Rept.  No.  1263). 


H.R.     393,  by  Mr.  Eenn,  to  provide  for  the  15th  and  subsequent  decennial  cen- 
suses, passed  the  House. 
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H«R»11C74,  "by  Mr.  Ketcham,  to  promote  the  agriculture  of  the  United  States  "by- 
expanding  in  the  foreign,  field  the  service  now  rendered  "by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  passed  the  House  and  was 
reported  out  of  the  Senate  Committee  (Kept,  No.  84-0), 

H,R.10958,  "by  Mr.  Haugen,  to  amend  the  definition  of  oleomargarine  contained  in 
the  act  entitled  "An  act  defining  "butter, also  imposing  a  tax  upon 
and  regulating  the  manufacture,  sale,  importation  and  exportation  of 
oleomargarine"  was  reported  out  of  the  House . Committee,   (Reptile 1606) 

S- J*Res*46,by  Seantor  Norris,  providing  for  completion  of  Dam  Ho, 2  and  the  steam

S»    2149,     "by  Senator  McNary,  authorizing  and  directing  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  investigate  all  phases  of  crop  insurance, 
passed  the  Senate, 

H.R* 13646,  "by  Mr,  Vinson,  of  Georgia,  for  the  prevention  and  removal  of 
obstructions  and  "burdens  upon  interstate  commerce  in  cotton 
"by  regulating  transactions  on  cotton  futures  exchanges,  was 
reported  out  of  the  House  Committee  (Kept.-  Ho-  1612)*    A  sim- 
ilar bill  (S*  4411)  was  introduced  by  Senator  Smith  and  was 
reported  out  of  the  Senate  Committee, 

Sm      4206,  by  Senator  Heflin,  authorizing  the  Director  of: the  Census  to 
collect  and  publish  certain  additional  cotton  statistics, 
passed  the  Senate. 

S.J. Res, 50, by  Senator  Smoot,  providing  that  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
be  directed  to  give  notice  that  on  and  after  January  1,  1929., 
the  Government  will  cease  to  maintain  a  market  on  Pennsylvania 
Avenue  between  7th  and  9th  Streets,  passed  the  Senate  and  was 
reported  out  of  the  House  Committee  (Rept*  No*  1755)* 

H,R,  8298,  by  Mr-  Stalker,  authorizing  acquisition  of  a  site  for  the 
farmers1  produce  market,  passed  the  House  and  was  reported 
out  of  the  Senate  Committee  (Sept.  No.  682). 

S,  J. Res. 61,  by  Senator  Capper,  to  provide  for  an  agricultural  day,  passed 
the  Senate  and  was  reported  out  of  the  House.  Committee  (Rept.

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B .  B.  Derrick,  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  made  a  speech  Monday, 
before  a  meeting  of  the  Stateburg  Laymen's  Club  at  Dalzell,  S.C.,  on  the  subject, 
"Methods  of  Cooperative  Purchasing  of  Fertilizers,   Spray  Materials,  Seeds 
and  Other  Farm  Supplies."    The  club,  a  farmers'  organization,  held  the  meeting 
in  cooperation  with  three  other  farmers  clubs.    Before  returning  to  Washington 
Thursday,  he  will  go  to  Columbia  to  confer  with  officials  of  the  South  Carolina 
Cotton  Cooperative  Association  and  to  Clemson  College  to  confer  with  State 
marketing  officials  regarding  extension  work  in  cooperative  marketing. 

Victor  E.  Fuchs,  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  demonstrated  a 
set  of  cotton  1 inters  standards  at  the  convention  of  the  Interstate  Oil  Mill 
Superintendents  Association  in  Atlanta,  Ca. ,  June  6,  7  and  8.    He  gave  a^111- 
formal  talk  and  discussion  of  the  standard  grades  and  their  uses  at  one  of^he  ' 
sessions,  pointing  cut  many  important  features  of  the  application  of  the  stan- 
dards,   Approximately  300  representatives  of  the  industry  were  present  at  the 
meeting .

PURCHASES  TOTAL  MILLIONS. 

Discounts  accorded  the  Bureau  for  promut  payment  of  bills  for  sup- 
plies make  a  creditable  showing  in  a  statement  published  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  in  this  respect  covering  all  Government  agencies.     The  Bureau 
of  the  Budget  has  made  two  surveys  of  savings  through  discounts  within 
the  Government  service,  showing  first,  the  results  of  record  up  to  and 
including  April  30,  1927,  and  again  from  July  1,  1927,  to  April  30,  1928. 
These  surveys  indicate  that  practically  all  Government  purchasing  agen- 
cies are  cooperating  in  the  effort  for  greater  efficiency  in  the  prompt 
payment  of  bills  and  in  a  measure  the  tangible  benefits  that  follow  im- 
proved business  efficiency  through  prompt  payments. 

The  statement  of  the  Budget  gives  the  grand  total  of  record  to 
April  30,  1928  as  $5,513,608.88.

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MOVEMENT  OF  U.S. GRAIN  THROUGH 

CANADA  SUBJECT  OF  INQUIRY. 

Under  Senate  Resolution  220,  introduced  by  Senator  Walsh  of  Massa- 
chusetts at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  an  investigation  of  United  States 
grown  grain  moving  to  Europe  through  Canada  will  be  made  by  the  State  De- 
partment, the  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Shipping  Board  and  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission.    Mr.  Olsen  and  H.  J.  Besley  have  been  desig- 
nated to  represent  this  Department  in  the  investigation.    An  opening 
conference,  to  consider  ways  and  means  of  conducting  the  inquiry,  has  been 
called  at  the  State  Department  for  next  Wednesday. 

The  Resolution  requests  that  a  report  be  made  by  the  investigating 
Governmental  agencies  of  their  findings  and  that  they  make  recommendations 
for  practicable  remedies  for  preventing  the  diversion  of  grain  from  the 
ports  of  the  United  States  to  Canadian  ports  at  the  beginning  of  the  next 
regular  session  of  the  70th  Congress. 

NEW  ENGLAND  TO  HOLD  SECOND 

SCHOOL  OF  COOPERATIVE  MARKETING. 

The  Bureau  will  lend  assistance  in  the  second  New  England  school  of 
cooperative  marketing  which-  will  be  held  at  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural 
College  in  Amherst,  Mass.,  from  June  26  to  29,    So  much  interest  was  aroused 
when  a  school  of  cooperative  marketing  was  held  at  Storrs,  Conn.,  last 
August,  that  a  New  England  Institute  of  Cooperation  was  organized  informally  and 
plans  made  for  holding  a  similar  school  each  year  with  the  support  of  all 
New  England  States,  including  cooperative  associations,  the  agricultural 
colleges,  and  the  State  bureaus  of  markets  in  that  section  of  the  country. 

The  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  will  have  three  of  its  members 
participate  in  the  program  this  year.    At  the  session  devoted  to  recent 
progress  in  cooperation,  Chris  L.  Christensen  will  present  the  subject, 
"Cooperative  Progress  in  the  United  States  and  Present  Tendencies."    A.  W. 
McKay  will  take  part  in  two  sessions,  one  devoted  to  education  of  members 
where  he  will  discuss,   "Teaching  Cooperation  to  the  Cooperator ,  and 
another  devoted  to  cooperation  in  fruits  and  vegetables  where  his  subject 
will  be,   "Effective  Cooperative  Markets  to  Meet  the  New  England  Situation." 
T.  G.  Stitts  will  join  in  the  discussion  scheduled  to  take  place  at  the 
opening  session  at  which  problems  of  direct  cooperation  will  be  considered. 

The  purpose  of  the  Institute  this  year  is  identical  with  that  of 
the  first  school  held  at  Storrs  when  a  two-fold  aim  was  announced,  namely: 
(1)  to  make  it  possible  for  the  men  who  now  bear  the  responsibility  for  the 
control  and  guidance  of  cooperative  marketing  in  the  various  localities  of 
New  England  to  profit  by  each  other Ts  experience  and  methods  and  to  study 
cooperation  under  the  instruction  of  men  of  national  reputation  in  the 
field;  and  (2)  to  bring  some  of  the  most  promising  and  able  of  the  young 
farmers  of  New  England  into  contact  with  these  teachers  and  with  the  pres- 
ent leaders  of  cooperation,  in  order  that  they  may  be  prepared  to  take  up 
the  burden  of  responsibility  when  their  time  comes. 
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GROWING  INTEREST  IN  MMESOTj  •       •"■  : 

IQGRICULTURAL  OUTLOOK  WORK. 

At  recent  county  agent  conferences  held  with  farmers  at  Rochester, 
.•Aankato,  Marshall  and  Duluth,  Minn.,  attention  was  given  to  the  use  of  agri- 
cultural outlook  material  and  plans  were  developed  for  holding  county  economic 
conferences  in  eight  or  ten  counties  in  Minnesota  during  the  coming  fall. 
William  L.  Cavert,  Farm  Management  Demonstrator  of  the  Extension  Service,  re- 
ports keen  interest  at  these  meetings  in  outlook  work  and  states  that  he  "be- 
lieves the  demand  for  it  will  increase  from  year  to  year.     Forty-eight  out- 
look meetings  were  held  in  Minnesota  during  the  past  winter,  at  which  a  total 
of  4,020  were  in  attendance.     Two  thousand  copies  of  the  Federal  outlook  re- 
port and  a  similar  number  of  copies  of  the  State  report  were  distributed  at 
these  meetings,  the  distribution  of  the  Federal  reports  being  made  as  follows:

STANDARDS  EOR  CMP  TOMATOES. 

The  Warehouse  Division  held  a  conference  in  Washington  last  Thursday 
with  representatives  of  the  several  Government  departments  interested  either  in 
the  purchase  of  canned  foods  or  the  administration  of  the  laws  touching 
canned  foods  to  consider  tentative  standards  for  canned  tomatoes  worked  out 
by  the  Bureau  staff.    The  meeting  was  attended  -by  Major  Lewis  C.  Wilson  and 
Lieutenant  J.  3.  Sraallraan  of  the  Navy  Department,       F.  Williams  of  the 
Shipping  Board,  Dr.  P.  C.  Blanck  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils,  and 
H.  A.  Pepper  and  V.  B.  Bonney  of  the  Pood  and  Drug  Insecticide  Administration. 
Messrs.  Yohe,  Williams  and  Billman  represented  this  Bureau.  - 

The  standards  suggested  by  the  Bureau  were  adopted  with  a  few  minor 
changes.     It  is  planned  that  grades  will  be  issued  for  experimental  use  some 
time  in  the  near  future  in  order  that  the  trade  may  use  them  during  this 
season's  pack.

"Through  training  and  experience  Mr.  Olsen  is  eminently  fitted  to 
carry  on  the  activities  so  ably  administered  by  Mr.  Tenny,"  Secretary  Jardine 
said  in  commenting  on  the  appointment.

A  farewell  reception  will  be  held  for  Mr.  Tenny  in  the  administra- 
tive offices  next  Friday  afternoon.     In  order  that  all  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  say  a  personal  good-bye,  officials  in  charge  of  divisions  and  units  within 
the  Bureau  are  asked  to  excuse  their  employees  in  alphabetical  groups,  as  was 
done  at  the  Christmas  holiday  reception,  at  intervals  of  fifteen  minutes  each. 
The  reception  will  begin  at  2.30  p.m.  and  continue  until  each  member  of  the 
Y/ashington  staff  has  been  received. 
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DEPARTMENTS  OUTLINE  WORK  IN  STUDY  OF 
AMERICAN-CANADIAN  TRAFFIC. 

Mr.  Olsen,  H.  J.  Besley  and  E.  J,  Murphy  represented  the  Depart- 
ment at  the  meeting  held  by  the  State  Department  June  20  to  formulate  plans 
for  a  survey  of  the  movement  of  American  and  Canadian  commerce,  particularly 
grain  and  other  agricultural  products,  through  American  and  Canadian  ports, 
and  the  reasons  for  the  diversion  of  such  commerce  from  one  country. to  the 
other,  as  provided  under  Senate  Resolution  220.    The  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  and  the  Shipping  Board  also  were  represented  at  the  meeting  and 
will  participate  in  the  investigation. 

An  outline,  indicating  the  scope  of  the  survey  and  the  parts  which 
the  respective  Government  departments" will  take  in  the  study,  was  submitted 
and  approved.     The  survey  will  aim  to  present  an  actual  picture  of  the 
traffic  movement,  "both  through  American  and  Canadian  ports,  during  the  past 
eight  or  nine  years  and  the  prewar  period,  as  well  as  the  causes  of  the 
diversion  of  the  movement,  whether  through  American  or  Canadian  ports.  In 
keeping  with  the  plans  as  formulated  by  the  committee,  .the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics  will  make  a  special  study  of  grain  standards  and  grain 
inspection  both  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  grain  storage  facilities, 
both  at  ports  and  en  route  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  elevator 
charges  at  Atlantic  and  Pacific  ports,  and  lake  insurance  rates  on  grain' 
via  the  usual  routes.     Under  the  resolution  the  report  must  be  completed 
for  submittal  to  Congress  early  in  December. 

STANDARDIZATION  VT3RK  IN  WAREHOUSE 
DIVISION  HAS  ggr  DEVELOPMENT. 

An  interesting  development  in  connection  with  the  standardization 
work  being  done  in  canned  foods  by  the  Warehouse  Division  has  been  the  use 
made  of  the  tentative  grades  for  canned  peas  by  the  members  of  the  Tri-State 
Packers  Association  in  Maryland,  Delaware  and  New  Jersey.     ■  -  -r 

This  Bureau  does  not  have  authority  to  inspect  canned  foods  other 
than  those  stored  or  to  be  stored  under  the  authority  of  the  Warehouse  Act. 
The  need  for  an  inspect  ion  "service  has  been  considered  so  urgent  by  the 
Tri-State  Packers  Association,  that  they  have  employed  a  commercial  firm 
of  food  technologists  in  Baltimore  to  inspect  and  grade  the  samples  from 
each  day's  pack,   stating  the  grade  in  terms  of  the  tentative  Federal 
standards.     The  samples  are  drawn  and "shipped  to  Baltimore  from  the 
various  canning  plants  by  the  Secretary  'of  the  Association.    The  firm  has 
been  in  close  touch  with  Messrs.  Tone,  Williams  and  BilLman  of  the  Warehouse 
Division  and  has    been  thoroughly  instructed  with  reference  to  the  applica- 
tion and  interpretation  of  the  standards. 

At  the  close  of  business  last  Tuesday,  samples  from  over  50,000 
cases  of  canned  peas  (in  other  words,  50  car  loads)  had  been  inspected  and 
graded.    During  the  grading  Messrs.  Williams  and  BilLman  have  been  observing 
the  application  of  the  standards. to  see  that  the  grading  is  actually  being 
done  in.  line  with  the "standards  and  further,  to * note  such    changes  as  may  be 
considered  advisable  before  the  grades  are  officially  promulgated. 

At  Wisconsin  Pea  Packers  are  attempting  to  work  out  some  similar 
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plan  in  order  that  they  too  may  have  the  benefit  of  the  standards. _  They 
have  already  appointed  one  committee  consisting  of  three  well  qualified 
judges  of  peas.     It  is  the  intention  of  the  Wisconsin  canners  whose  peas 
are  graded  under  the  Federal  standards  to  stamp  the  grade  assigned  by 
the  committee  on  each  can  of  peas  so  the  consumer  may  buy  on  the  basis  of 
United  States  grades.     The  trade  is  gradually  evidencing  much  interest  in 
the  development  of  canned  foods  standards. 

BUREAU  TAKING  IMPORTANT  PART  IN 

COOPERATIVE  INSTITUTE  SESSIONS. 

The  Bureau  will  be  well  represented  at  the  Fourth  Summer  Session  of 
the  American  Institute  of  Cooperation  which  will  be  held  at  Berkeley,  Cali- 
fornia, from  July  16  to  July  28.    Besides  Mr.  Termy,  a  number  of  our  men 
are  on  the  program  to  deliver  papers  on  subjects  in  their  respective  fields 
of  work  or  will  participate  in  special  conferences  with  cooperative  leaders 
and  in  trade  conferences. 

Mr.  Tenny  will  address  the  opening  session  on  the  topic,  "The  pres- 
ent Situation  in  Agricultural  Cooperation;"  William  A.  Schoenfield,  in  charge 
of  the  Bureau's  regional  office  in  the  Northwest,  will  discuss  "The  Problems 
Encountered  in  Foreign  Marketing;  Chris  L.  Christensen,   "The  place  of  Pool- 
ing in  Cooperative  Marketing;"  L.  S.  Hulbert,  "Present  Legal  Status  of 
Membership  Contracts;"  and  J.  W.  Jones,  "What  Membership  Attitude  Studies 
Have  Revealed."    Those  who  will  take  part  in  the  various  conferences  are: 
A.  V,  Swarthout,  C.  G-.  Randell  and  Thomas  G-.  Stitts,  of  the  Division  of 
Cooperative  Marketing;  M.  J.  B.  Ezekiel,  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management 
and  Costs;  and  L.  A.  Wheeler,  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical 
Research.    Mr.  Wheeler  is  on  leave  in  California;  Mr.  Ezekiel  is  now  in  the 
West  in  connection  with  farm  management  research  projects;  and  practically 
all  of  the  Cooperative  Marketing  men  are  either  already  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  or  will  make  cooperative  studies  in  the  vicinity  following  the 
Institute.    A.  W,  McKay  will  assist  in  conducting  a  course  in  "Cooperative 
Marketing  in  Agriculture"  during  the  meeting,  other  divisional  matters  neces- 
sitating his  presence  in  Western  coast  States  during  that  time. 

DRESSED  POULTRY  INSPECTION  PLANNED 
FOR  DELAWARE  CANNING-  COMPANY. 

'The  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  is  perfecting  arrangements 
to  meet  the  request  of  the  Richardson  and  Bobbins  Company  of  Dover,  Dela- 
ware, for  an  inspection  service  at  their  plant  on  dressed  poultry  and  edible 
products  for  condition  and  wholesomeness.    Rob  R.  Slocum,  of  the  division, 
who  was  in  Dover  last  week,  completed  negotiations  with  the  Company  and  re- 
ports that  he  expects  the  service  will  be  in  operation  early  in  July.  He 
states  that  two  inspectors  will  probably  be  required  in  the  plant  to  handle  the 
work,  which  will  be  undertaken  through  the  poultry  organizations  in  New  York 
with  whom  the  Bureau  cooperates  in  similar  inspection  work  in  that  city. 

The  Richardson  and  Robbins  Company  is  one  of  the  oldest  chicken  canning 
concerns  in  the  country,  having  started  business  operations  as  early  as  1863. 
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gEg  SERVICE  FOR  FEEDERS 

MP  RANGE  CATTLEMEN. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  more  complete  exchange  of  infor- 
mation "between  the  range  cattle  areas  and  the  Corn  Belt  cattle  feeding  areas. 
V.  V.    Parr,  a  joint  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  and  this 
Bureau,  has  "been  largely  responsible  for  starting  this  service,    R.  D.  Jen- 
nings, of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  has  recently  returned 
from  a  month«s  field  trip  during  which  he  visited  the- States  of  Ohio,  Indiana, 
Illinois,  Missouri,  Nebraska  and  Iowa  and  made  arrangements  for  the  work  in 
those  States.    For  this  season,  Texas  and  Nebraska  plan  to  prepare  reports 
on  their  range  areas  covering  the  probable  supplies  of  cattle  of  different 
classes  for  sale,  condition  of  cattle,  and  other  information  that  will  be  of 
mutual  value  both  to  these  States  and  to  other  range  areas    and  to  the  Corn 
Belt  feeding  areas.     It  is  planned  to  extend  this  service  to  other  range 
areas  in  the  future. 

In  addition,  the  probable  demand  for  feeder  cattle  will  be  studied  in 
each  of  the  Corn  Belt  States  and  a  report  will  be  prepared  by  each  State  on 
the  situation  in  feeding  sections  within  the  State,  to  be  released  the  latter 
part  of  August  for  distribution  to  other  Corn  Belt  States  and  to  the  range 
areas.    The  States  of  Ohio,  Indiana,   Illinois,  Missouri,  Nebraska  and  Iowa 
have  made  plans  to  prepare  such  a  report  this  year.     This  Bureau  through  the 
State  Statistician  in  each  State  will  cooperate  with  the  Agricultural  College 
officials  in  gathering  and  interpreting  the  information.    About  September  1 
those  interested  in  beef  cattle 'will  thus 'have  available  timely  information  on 
range  cattle  conditions,  the  Corn  Belt  feeding  situation,  and  the  general  beef 
cattle  outlook. 

FARM  MANAGEMENT  STUDY  IN 

KENTUCKY  NEAR INC  COMPLETION. 

The  Division  of  Farm' Management  and  Costs  and  the  Kentucky  Agricul- 
tural Experiment  Station  will,  complete  shortly  after  July  1  a  cooperative  farm 
management  study  in  a  section  in  western  Kentucky  known  as  the  Purchase  region 
J.  B.  Hutson  is  representing  the  Bureau  in  this  study.     Two  bulletins  are 
being  prepared,  one  entitled  "Economic  Aspects  of  Crops  and  Livestock  of  the 
Purchase"  and  the  other,  "Systems  of  Farming  for  the  purchase."    The  first 
carries  actual  and  normal  production  requirements  and  prices  for  the  differ- 
ent crop  and  livestock  enterprises  of  the  section;  the  second  carries  outlines 
for  about  30  actual' and  suggested  systems  of  farming  for  the  Purchase.  The 
returns  that  may  reasonably  be  expected  under  usual  conditions  in  the  section 
for  the  different  systems  of  farming  that  are  being  or  that  may  be  followed 
are  shown.    An  effort  is  made  to  organize  and  present  data  that  will  aid 
farmers  in  making  comparisons  between  enterprises  and  working  out  profitable 
systems  of  farming. 

The  results  of  the  study  are  being  used  in  the  extension  program  for 
the  'section.    These  results  are  carried  in  special  articles  for  local  papers, 
are  presented  at  farmers'  meetings  and  are  used  in  planning  the  other  regular 
extension  activities. 
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LAND  SETTLEMENT  STUDY  IIT 

NORTHERN  LAXE  STATES . 

A  follow-up  of  a  land  settlement  study  in  the  Northern  Lakes  States, 
which  was  made  in  1919  and  1920  by  Dr.  J.  D.  Black,  then  of  Minnesota  College 
of  Agriculture  and  now  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Harvard  University,  and 
Dr.  L.  C.  C-ray  is  being  made  by  the  Division  of  Land  Economics  in  cooperation 
with  the  Minnesota  Experiment  Station.     Wisconsin  and  Michigan  have  also 
tentatively  agreed  to  participate  in  this  study.     U.  A.  Hartman,  of  the  Divis- 
ion of  Land  Economics,  who  will  he  in  charge  of  the  work  in  the  States,  has 
been  in  the  field  doing  some  preliminary  work  preparatory  to  making  the 
actual  study,  and  will  be  joined  this  week  by  J .  C.  Cotton  of  the  division. 

The  object  of  the  study  is  to  ascertain  the  turnover  of  settlers  and 
of  farms  since  1920,  when  the  original  surveys  were  completed,  how  many  of 
the  individuals  then  interviewed  are  still  on  their  farms,  whether  the  farms 
are  idle  or  occupied,  what  progress  has  been  made  in  clearing  land  and  con- 
structing buildings  and  in  the  accumulation  of  wealth  by  the  settlers.  It 
is  expected  that  the  study  will  require  about  three  months1  field  work. 

SOYBEANS  CONTRACTED  ON  U.S.  GRADES 
TO  BE  FEDERALLY  INSPECTED. 

Soybean  growers  in  Illinois  are  guaranteed  a  minimum  price  of  $1.35 
per  bushel,  basis  U.  S.  No.  2  grade,  bulk,  delivered  mills,  under  a  contract 
with  two  of  the  leading  soybean  crushers  and  mixed  feed  manufacturers  of 
the  State.  Growers  also  will  receive  the  benefit  of  any  advance  in  the  price 
of  soybeans  above  this  minimum  before  delivery,  deliveries  to  be  completed 
by  December  31,  1928.     The  contract  provides  for  a  premium  of  one  cent  per 
bushel  for  U.  S.  No.  1  and  discounts  of  two  cents  and  four  cents,  respectively, 
for  U.  S.  No.  3  and  U.  S.  No.  4. 

The  contracting  parties  realize  that  an  official  determination  of 
grade  on  soybeans  delivered  on  these  contracts  is  essential  to  maintaining 
the  desired  mutual  confidence  in  the  soybean  as  a  cash  crop.    As  a  result 
plans  have  been  consummated  by  J.  E.  Barr,  in  charge  of  bean  and  soybean 
standardization  and  inspection,  who  spent  several  days  in  that  section  recent- 
ly, for  the  Federal  Inspection  of  soybeans  delivered  at  Peoria  and  Blooming- 
ton,  111. 

The  U.  S.  Standards  are  used  in  the  purchase  of  all  soybeans  by  crush- 
ers in  this  State  although  only  a  relatively  small  percentage  has  been  inspect- 
ed by      Federally  licensed  inspector s»y."ith  the  demand  for  soybean  products 
growing  faster  than  the  supply  of  soybeans  increases  mills  have  resorted  to 
the  guaranteed  minimum  price  contract  and  official  inspection  as  a  means  of 
increasing  the  growers  confidence  in  the  market  for  this  crop  in  order  thao  a 
larger  supply  may  be  made  available.
